TIDE OF PROSPERITY 

IS ROLLING WEST 



President Mara of Board of Trade Returns From Tour of 
Dominion With a Most Cheering 
Report. 



THE growing importance of British 
Columbia In the minds of the 
well-to-do farmers of the 
prairie provinces, the proBpbct of the 
tide of Immigration, now flowing from 
the United States and other points 
into the Northwest, extending to the 
coost as far as Vancouver Island, and 
the unexampled prosperity throughout 
the whole Dominion, are some of the 
things that impressed J. A. Mara, 
president of the Victoria Board of 
Trade, on a tour of Canada, from 
which he has just returned. He 
grows enthusiastic when discussing 
the future prospects of this province, 
in the light of the knowledge gleaned 
In the course of his travels, 

Mr. Mara spent some time In Mont- 
real, Quebec, Toronto and other large 
eastern Canadian centres. On his 
way home lie spent some days in 
Winnipeg, Calgary and other places 
scattered throughout the prairie dis- 
tricts which have recently sprung into 
prominence. 

All Eyes on B. C, 
"British Columbia," he said to the 
Colonist yesterday, "Is assuming more 
importance in the eyes of the farmer* 
of tho Northwest every day. 1 re- 
ceived many Inquiries In regard to the 
agricultural and other resources of tht 
country. While in Winnipeg I met t 
largo number of businessmen and 
property holders who had visited th< 
Coast, and 8,11 were of the opinion thai 
land values in Victoria and vlclnlt; 
were low, ana that there would be I 
general movement tn this direction 
next year. Among those gentlemen 
the statement that Victorians didn't 
realize their possibilities of advance- 
ment was common, They were unani- 
mous In the belief that this part of 
Vancouver. Island was the finest, from 
a residential standpoint, to he found in 
the whole of Canada. In fact, one 
gentleman said to me that land about 
Victoria was worth from S200 to $300 
an acre, If. only for the climate. They 
even went so far as to say that with 
Its advnntagos in regard to climate, 
scenery and good roads this city 
would ultimately become the premier 
residential city of western Canada. 
Farmers Seok Homes Hore 
"Largo numbers of northwestern 
farmers, having mane their pile In 
agricultural pursuits, are looking for 
'pastures • new.' It is expected that 
many will come to Vancouver Island 
with the idea of making their homes 
In Victoria or its' sunurbs, in the 
course of the next twelve months. I 
met some who were already arranging 
their affairs preparatory to leaving, 
and others who were busy disposing of 
their properties in order to be free to 
set out for the West in the early 
spring. One gentleman, a man of 
means, told mo that, he had an option 
on an Oak Bay residence and was only 
waiting to sell Ills own home in 
Manitoba before starting for Victoria 
with his fnmlly. He hopes to be 
able to reach here before winter. This 
is only an illustration of the genera! 
conditions. 

"Among the many questions asked 
me, the majority had to do with the 
value of the small acreage in and 



around Victoria. These Inquiries, I 
believe, wore made because the farm- 
ers of the northwest, wno arc in a po- 
sition to retire, do not: want to entirely 
give up the occupation at which tlicy 
made their competence. 

Interested in Fruit Culture 

"They have hoard of the fruit of 
British Columbia, and consequently 
are anxious to take up small holdings 
here for the purpose of engaging in 
the very prolituble business of fruit 
culture. 

"The quality of tho fruit grown in 
British Columbia, and particularly 
upon Vancouver Island, was a matter 
upon which I was congratulated fre- 
quently. Until quite recently the 
settlers in Manitoba . and the new 
provinces thought that the fruit urea 
was confined to the Oknnugan Valley 
and to that section in the vicinity of 
the Thompson Hiver. But now they 
are undeceived and recognize that the 
land to be found upon the Islands will 
produce just as\ line results as In the 
Interior. > 

"The fact that tho West is a splen- 
did country for that kind of farming 
Is not the only thing which is turning 
their eyes this way. They point out 
that the market for fruit throughout 
the Northwest Is unlimited, that just 
as much as can be grown can be dis- 
posed of at good prices In the prairie 
provinces, and they want to have a 
hand in supplying tho wants of the 

arge number of settlers now taking 
up land thore. They recognize a good 
:hlng when they see It and are sur- 
prised that tho agriculturists of the 

'anndlnn West have not made more 
jf their opportunities. 

Shortage of Labor 
"Just one cloud dims the light which 
mines upon British Columbia's roseate 

uture. The labor problem makes the 
.u-ospectlve settler somewhat dubious 
about throwing in his lot with the 
western province. He doesn't like the 
prospect of coming to a place where 
it Is possible that difficulty will he 
experienced In obtaining help at a 
reasonable rate of remuneration. ,Ttis 
thought that the residents of the West 
should insist upon the abolition of 
Chinese exclusion. That, It Is assert- 
ed, is the only solution of' the problem.. 
Even In Manitoba and the other prairie 
provinces they have extreme difficulty 
In getting a sufficient number of har- 
vesters, so that they know something 
about the situation ti) which those liv- 
ing on this side of me ' Rockies nre 
placed, 

"From the extreme mast to the West 
the Dominion Is enjoying unexampled 
prosperity. It can oe witnessed all 
along the lino, and tu one like myself 
who has not been east for threo years, 
the progress was specially Impressive. 

"In British Columbia I was struck 
with tlie expansion of tho timber trade 
and the development of the fruit in- 
dustry in tho Kootenays. Nelson, I 
found, had advanced to a marked ex- 
tent. The strike at i-'ernle had given 
a slight check to the mining Industry, 
but that was expected to be settled at 
an early date." 

In concluding Mr. Mara stated that 
there wore Innumerable evidences that 
the wave of prosperity which started 
in tho East and was advancing west- 
ward wns due to sweep through Brit- 
ish Columbia, bringing with it stimu- 
lation In the exploitation of natural 
resources, me establishment of more 
industries in all lines, and increased 
commercial activity.

NKW YORK, Nov. 3.— Augustus 
Lambe, n striking chauffeur, 31 
years old, was shot through the 
neck and critically wounded tonight 
when an Eighth avenue street car, In 
which four strikebreakers and an equal 
number of private detectives were 
riding, was mobbed. 

Police reserves who had been sum- 
moned by a riot call from three sta- 
tions dispersed the mob nrter the riot- 
ing had continued for half an hour. 

Lambe was taken to a hospltiii, and 
tho strikebreakers aim detectives ar- 
rested. The rioters escaped. 

The strikebreakers and officers 
boarded the car near the garage of tho 
New York Transportation Company, 
whose electric cab chauffeurs are on 
strike. Strikers and sympathizers fol- 
lowed the car. pelting it with missiles. 

Tlie mob smashed the car windows 
and attempted to reach its occupants. 
Then tho detectives began tiring and 
Lambe went down. The men arrested 
are charged with being suspicious per- 
sons. 



BUFFALO. Nov. 3.— The General 
Missionary committee of the 
•Methodist Episcopal church as- 
sembled in -Buffalo to make its annual 
appropriations to home una foreign mis- 
sions, expressed Itself in the strongest 
terms today with regard to the anti- 
Japanese situation in California. 

The resolution adopted was in port 
as follows: "With a sense of shame us 
Americans, and a feeling of sorrow as 
Christians, we have heard from time to 
time of the indignities, insults, and even 
violence inflicted on the natives o£ Jap- 
an, Korea, and China by certain classes 
of persons who resent the presence of 
these foreigners on American soil. 

"The sentiments of humanity, not to 
speak of international hospitality, should 
ever protect such strangers as are found 
to be lawfully within our gates, even in 
the absence of the obligations imposed 
by the solemn compacts of international 
treaties. 

"We particularly deplore at this timo 
the reported municipal action of Ban 
Francisco, which discriminates against 
the subjects of a great and friendly 
power, on action which, if rightly inter- 
preted by our government, is in viola- 
tion of our treaty obligations and the 
more to our discredit, because directed 
against a people who have shown them- 
selves human, even to their foes, a poo- 
ple in whose hearts there has been for 
decades a growing regard for flic Ameri- 
can nation and under the strong protec- 
tion of whose government, Americans 
have found favor and safety. 

"Wo are confident that, we represent 
the entire communion of our church — 
three millions of Methodist Episcopal- 
ians — in our hearty approval of tho 
prompt measures taken by President 
Roosevelt to muko good the treaty 
pledges •>{ our nation and to relieve our 
nation ot any complicity in or sympathy 
with the conduct complained of."

Mr. Etnmerson, minister of rail- 
ways, during the course of an ad- 
dress before the Ottawa Canadian Club 
this afternoon on the Intercolonial rail- 
way declared there would be no more 
deficits on the government system. The 
surplus for iiic present year would be 
larger than that of last year, and would 
continue In grow in the future. While 
predicting surpluses in the future Mr. 
Emiuerson vehemently combatted the 
idea lliat the Intercolonial should ever 
be expected to be ti great revenue pro- 
ducer.

The people of Canada would 
never get any direct return from the 
inoiiey spent upon canals and railway 
subsidies and it would be unreasonable 
to expect the Intercolonial to pay in- 
terest upon the total capital exependi- 
ture on the road. Mr. Emmerson closed 
with a formal declaration to the effect 
that tlie Intercolonial having fulfilled its 
mission deserved the thanks of the peo- 
ple nnd it was entitled to their support 
to the fullest possible extent.

THEATRICAL COMPETITION. 

Competition Cor.v.nittee Gives Its Defi- 
nition of the Term "Amateur." 

Ottawa. Nov. 3-^ftipeclal.)— The com- 
petition cbuiniittec tor His Excellency 
Karl Grey's musical and dramatic tro- 
phy which will be eompetod for during 
Hie week commencing Jan. 28th next 
nt Ottawa, hiis decided that the com- 
petition shall be limited to amateurs, 
and that the term "amateur" shall be 
described as follows: "No person who 
within the past live years has lived by 
the profession of music or drama is eli- 
gible. It is not intended to exclude mu- 
sicians or dramatists who, while music 
or drama is not their main culling, have 
accepted nominal pay from church 
.choirs or amateur musical organizations 
i or amateur dramatic associations." 



Forces of Hearst and Hughes Assail Each Other With 
Unprecedented Vigor and Vituperation- 
Republicans Admit Losses. 



NEW YORK, Nov. 3.— Today prac- 
tically closed the most, extraor- 
dinary campaign for governor 
of New York in the political history of 
the state, although both candidates will 
continue speech-making until Monday 
night. 

It has boon a campaign of personali- 
ties rather thnn policies; of men instead' 
of measures and it lias stirred the vot- 
ers of the Empire state from end to 
end. 

For vigor and vituperation it has been 
without precedent among this state's 
campaigns and for persistency of appeals 
for votes by the two candidates it 
stands alone. National issues aside from 
the so-called "Trusts" have been entire- 
ly ignored nnd state issue have scarcely 
received passing mention. 

Sensational charges have been injected 
into tho canvas from time to time and 
interest has been kept nt the highest 
pitch for several weeks. 

Weary and Worn 

The official close of the campaign to- 
night wns a climax of political ontlm- 
siasm and rapid oratory. Both Charles 
E. Hughes, the Republican nominee, and 
W. R. Hearst, the candidate of the Dem- 
ocratic party nnd the Independence 
league carried out the programme 
mapped out for them by their respective 
political managers notwithstanding that 
the remarkable speech-making up-state 
has worn their voices down and left 
them -wenrlod. 

Tlie close of the eampnign finds a polit- 
ical situation unprecedented in this state 
and Shrewd politicians who have been 
watching the trend of affairs admit that 
tlie usual sources of political prognos- 
tication nre all blit -worthless. Party 
lines have been broken as seldom before. 

Mr, Hughes nnd the Republican man- 
agers arc ready to admit there has been 
deflection from the Republican ranks 
among the laboring classes but assert 
that this loss is more than offset by the 
promised support of "old line" Demo- 
crats. 

Leader Charles P. Murphy, of Tam- 
many hall, insists that Mr. Hearst will 
carry Greater New York by a plurality 
of from 80,000 to 100,000. The Repub- 
licans claim Mr. Hughes will come to 
the Bronx with 200,000 majority. 

Sensational Foatures 
• The most sensational features of the 
campaign -ivere the messages of Richard 
Croker, former leader of Tammany, and 
now n resident of Ireland and t]ie re- 
markable speech lot Secretary of State 
Root at Uiica oh Nov. 1. 

..Mr. 'Crocker cabled State Senator P. 
II. McCarren, Democrat leader in King's 
county, his congratulations upon his con- 
sistent opposition to Mr. Hearst and 
wished him success. 

Secretary Root, with the authority of 
President Roosevelt as he announced, 
charged Mr. Hearst with inciting through 
his newspapers the assassination of 
President McKinloy. 

High Pressure in Washington 

Washington, D. C, Nov. 3.— With but 
two full days intervening before country 
will elect the sixtieth congress, there is 
decidedly a high pressure in tlie political 
atmosphere. The expert prognosticators 
hnve stopped analyzing local conditions. 
They have made their final claims, cov- 
ering tlie whole area and are waiting 
for Tuesday. 



The Republican claim, emann ting from 
the headquarters of the party's .congres- 
sional cumpaign committee in Now York, 
is this: "The Republicans will havo a 
majority of 58 in the next house of rep- 
resentatives." 

All the analysis of this claim, from 
this source is: "Sure Republican dis- 
tricts, 222; sure Democratic districts, 130, 
doubtful but. probably Republican, 21, 
doubtful but probably Democratic, 13." 
Democratic Wavo 

The Democratic congressional cam- 
paign committee, with headquarters in 
Washington, has figured out Democratic 
gains of (>7 over the party's present rep- 
resentation in the house. Chairman 
James M. Griggs, of this committee, 
thinks this claim is rather too conserva- 
tive. In analyzing tlie claim to show 
where tlie gains are expected, Mr. Griggs 
is quoted as saying: "The claim of a 
Democratic gain of ten in New York is 
safe. The claim of one each in 
Massachusetts. North Carolina. Montnno, 
Kentucky, Delaware, Rhode Island, Con- 
necticut, Idaho, and Virginia, is good. 
The claim of a gain of six in Pennsyl- 
vania is ton conservative. The snme 
may he said of the clnim of a gain of 
six In Illinois. We will gain eight in 
Missouri. Concessions nre made to us of 
five or six in Ohio, but we will do better 
than that. The computation that put us 
down for only one in Indiana is in error. 
Now Jersey is to be counted on for a 
gain of three while gains will be made 
in Iowa. Nebraska and California." 

Should tlie democratic prediction of a 
gain of (17 be realized that party would 
have a majority of 22 in congress. 

iWhile from a national standpoint tho 
congressional election is most important, 
In some localities, it has been put .en- 
tirely in the shnde by state politics. 
Twenty-three states will elect governors 
on Tuesday. Twenty will elect legisla- 
tures, ten will eject minor officers, or 
justices of the supreme courts, Oklaho- 
ma will pass upon her state constitution 
and Arizona nnd New Mexico will de- 
cide the question of joint statehood. 

New Y'ork state, with its tight between 
Hughes and Hearst for tho governorship, 
has afforded the most spectacular fea- 
ture of the campaign in the entire coun- 
try. 

Roosevelt's Interest 

President Roosevelt lios made it 
known to the country that he wonts a 
Republican congress. All hut two of 
his cabinet officers have taken tho 
stump to further this desire of their 
chief. 

- In- Now York state., the president was 
personally represented by Secretary or 
Stnte Hoot in a speech remarkable in 
particular. 

The president will vote nt Oyster Bay. 
on Tuesday nnd will reach tlie White 
House to receive the returns in tho ev- 
ening. 

The indications arc that a large per- 
centage of the government officers and 
employees here will go home to vote. 



NOSSE ENTERTAINS. 

Ottawa, Nov. 3 — (Special.) — Hon. T. 
Nosse, Japanese consul-general, gave a 
largo dinner lit the Russell house this 
e rcaing in commemoration of the con- 
clusion of the trade treaty between Can- 
ada and Japan.

EXPLOSION SCATTERS 
DRIVERS ID 



Laundry Boiler Blows up, Killing 
Two Men and Injuring 
Others 



BUFFALO, N. Y., Nov. 3.— Two 
men were killed and two were 
badly injured this afternoon by 
the explosion of a boiler at the Ameri- 
can Ffllace steam laundry on Fargo 
avenue, and a score of girls who were 
working in a room twenty feet from the 
boiler house escaped uninjured. Joseph 
Schwa rtzer, a driver, and Ellsll Simpson, 
a watchman, were instantly killed. 
A. ■Smith, driver, and Thomas Mac- 
Ewan were terribly bruised. 

The building used for laundry pur- 
poses surrounds the boiler house in a 
semi-circle, A narrow alley way separ- 
ates them. Schwilser and Smith were 
in the alley way loading their wagons 
with laundry when the explosion oc- 
curred. The sides of the boiler house 
were blown out and the men and 
horses, with debris from the broken 
walls, were hurled ugninst the side of 
tin? main building. Sehwilser's body was 
cut to threads. Fireman MclOwan was 
found beneath a pile of bricks and bro- 
ken lumber near the street and fully 
thirty-live feet from the place where he 
was standing when the explosion oc- 
curred.

ESCAPES THE GALLOWS 



Belleville Jury Finds Old Fer- 
dinand Kleingbeil Guilty 
of Manslaughter 



EDLEVILLE, Out., Nov. 3.— Tho 
jury in the Kleingbeil murder 
trial yesterday afternoon brought 
in a verdict of manslaughter. Ferdin- 
and Kleingbeil, a German, 71 years of 
age, and for over half a century resident 
in this county, was charged with wilful 
murder of his aged wife between 
March 2 and 5 lust.

TOO HOT FOR FIREMEN. 

Flames in Largo Piano Factory Force 
Fighters to Retire. 

New York, Nov. 3. — Hundreds of men 
were thrown out of employment and a 
money loss, in excess of a quarter of a 
million dollars, was caused early today 
by a fire which destroyed the pinno fac- 
tory of Jacob Bros. Co., in West Thirty* 
nlnth street. The fire started in Ihe cel- 
lar where oils and varnishes and other 
combustable materials were stored, and 
worked steadily upward until the Barnes 
burst through the roof of the seven story 
Structure. Fifty firemen who had been 
sent into the building during an early 
stage of the tire were forced to tlee fur 
their lives when barrels of oil and paint 
in .die cellar began to burst. All of 
them escaped nnd from that time until 
the dames wore put under control the 
firemen found tlie lire from the roof a 
of adjoining buildings.

About it month or six "weeks ago' 
Frank T. Sliutl, u representative of the 
Dominion Experimental Farms, made □ 
tour of British Columbia. In Hie course 
of his travels lie in.specte.il the soil of 
the different agricultural districts for 
the purpose of ascertaining what crops 
would be most suitable from n scientific 
standpoint. In response to a general in- 
vitation Mr. Shutt delivered a number 
of addresses before the Farmer's Insti- 
tutes of various' sections. In these lie 
gave the results of his experiments. His 
remarks were listened to with attention 
and, no doubt, will prove profitable to 
those engaged in agricultural pursuits 
throughout British Columbia. 

While iu the city Mr. Slllitt paid his 
respects to the Hon. It. G. Tatlow, min- 
ister of agriculture, and promised to for- 
ward him a copy of the report winch he 
proposed to compile upon his impressions 
of the West. Up to the present, Mr. 
Shutt has not bad time to prepare a 
complete statement but has sent an in- 
teresting communication to the minister, 
which follows: 

Central Experimental .Farm, 

Ottawa, Oct. 20th, 1000. 
Hon. It. .1. Tatlow, Minister of Agriculture, 
Victoria, B. C. „ , ,, 

Dear Sir,— As yet 1 have not bad the 
necessary .leisure to write a report °" '»>' 
recent tour In your province, but you will, 
1 know, bo glad to learn that the whole 
trip from the agricultural standpoint was a 
must interesting and successful one. 

Though some time wns spent on Van- 
couver Island and at l'ltt Meadows, our 
purpose more particularly wns to maK« 
a special study of the soils, climatic condi- 
tions, etc., In the so-called "dry belt, and 
more especially on the ColumBlu ond the 
Kootenays— and consequently It was in 
these districts that the larger amount of 
soli Inspection was made and the most 
meetings held. The Information thus 
gained from personally visiting the locality, 
examining the .soils and discussing the 
agricultural problems with the ranchew 
will I feel sure, prove very useful botn 
now and in the future to those engaged 
In fruit farming In these districts. There 
is no way that lends to suca valUftDtO re- 
sults, 1 am assnrred, as the plan adopted 
In 1004 and again followed this year I.e., 
personal Inspection of the land and <1 Is- 
Missions with the settlers regarding the 
methods thev have employed and the re- 
sults they have obtained. 

Everywhere we had largo meetings and 
enthusiastic audiences. There is evidently 
a keen and widespread desire in the newer 
Settled areas for information relating to 
the treatment or soils, the use of manures, 
etc., etc., and 1 think it Important; at this 
time, when so many are being attracted to 
British Columbia and the land Is being 
so quickly taken up, that this informal Ion 
should not only be forthcoming, but ti nt 
It should be of the most reliable character 
nosslblc I have every reason to hope. Hint 
our' trip has been helpful to those at pres- 
ent engaged In one or other branches of 
agriculture in those parts, and I, further 
think that we are In a much .better posi- 
tion than before to advise the many who 
will undoubtedly settle In your province 
during the next few years-more <*P«c Jj ■ - 
lv those iu the districts Intended by na- 
ture to beeome fruit-growing ureas. 

We collected along the route a number 
of soil samples, more or .les typical anil 
representative. These will, as time per- 
mits, be more completely examined and 
analysed In the Experimental ftapm Lab 
oratories. Ottawa. Tills 
Uisll most valuable data r 
sibllilies of the soil 
economic treatment. 

I would gratefully acknowledge the very 
valuable assistance rendered me by your 
deputy minister. Mr. .T. It. Anderson. Ills 
Intimate knowledge or the geography and 
climatic conditions or the various districts 
traversed and his acquaintance With what 
has already been accomplished by the 
ranchers have been most helpful in niak- 
lu" this tour so profitable to al concernea.

Several of the newly imported black 
game, placed upon the property of W. 
H. Hayward at Quamichan Lake, have 
died. ' They were picked up in an ex- 
hausted condition and an effort was 
made to revive them. Tor A few days 
the attention appeared to have the 
desired effect, but ultimately they 
succumbed. This depletes the hand 
let loose In that locality to a consid- 
erable extent. No word has been re- 
ceived of the capercailzie distributed 
at Cowlchan Lake and Sattirna Island, 
but Secretary Musgrave of the Van- 
couver Island Fish and Game Club Is 
confident that they are doing well, and 
that, as far as that species is con- 
cerned, the venture will prove an un- 
quallfled success. 

It is argued by Mr. Musgrave that 
the loss of a number of tho weakly 
birds demonstrates the wisdom of the 
club in sending them afield in lots of 
ten or twelve, instead of in pairs as 
was suggested. Even if a number do 
fall to recover from the effects of the 
transcontinental trip and the change 
In the climatic and other conditions, 
there will still be enough left to breed. 
The experience also will be of benefit 
to those concerned when they come to 
apportion the new shipments <if this 
game which it is contemplated loonier 
In the near future.

In an interview. Frank Pedley; dep- 
uty superintendent of Inrlian affairs, 
who left for Ottawa last evening, 
acknowledged that, his mission had not 
been altogether successful, but ho 
would not say that his work had been 
In vain. Negotiations bad not been 
called off; it wa.s "up to" the Indians 
to make a decision as to whether they 
would accept the terms proffered them. 
His extended sojourn in Vict 
thought, had been piotltable because 
he had induced the Indians to agree to 
surrender the present site of their re- 
serve — something that had never pre- 
viously been achieved. It was true 
that the final terms of settlement had 
not been reachod, owing to the per- 
sistency of the Indians in demanding 
that their new homo should be at Cad- 
boro Pay <■>'" vicinity.

7. Thi' payment to the Indians of the 
Interest yearly or .half yearly on the bal- 
ance of the ■money remaining to the credit 
of the hand upon completion of their ar- 
rangement. 

One Dissenting Voice 

There was a lengtny debate timong 
the Songhoes upon tne proposals out- 
lined. Naturally, different opinions 
were expressed, but when a vote was 
taken almost all signified their ap- 
proval. There was' only one dissent- 
ing voice to these terms. As there 
were no less than 20 voters, Mr. Pedley 
considers that he gained quite a vic- 
tory in securing such unanimity among 
the natives, who have disagreed upon 
almost every proposition which has 



been submitted to them heretofore. 

The point upon which a deadlock 
occurred, as mentioned In these 
columns, was that of cne site for the 
new reserve. The Indians wanted 
some property belonging to the Hud- 
son Bay Company In the neighborhood 
of Cadboro Bay ceded to them. They 
pointed out that it was dear to them 
because it had been occupied by their 
forefathers some fifty-five years ago, 
when the white man first, landed on 
Vancouver Island. If they wore to be 
removed, they wanted a new home in 
that locality. 

Negotiations Dropped 
Mr. Pedley explained Wat it was im- 
possible for him to offer them this 
property; but they Insisted that if a 
change were to be made he would have 
to provide for their rehabilitation there 
For some days Mr. Pedley argued this 
matter, but was unaofe to arrive at 
any conclusion. Recognizing the fu- 
tility of any further attempt to move 
the natives, he decided to return to 
Ottawa, leaving the question In statu 
quo. He explained that If the Indians 
showed any sign of relenting. If they 
gave Indications of being willing to 
accept other property as a site for a 
new reserve, the matter might be re- 
opened with the Dominion government. 
Under such circumstances a satisfac- 
tory agreement might bo entered into 
and the Indians removed. 

Mr, Pedley stated that several suit- 
able locations for another reserve had 
been discussed. He would not give 
any particulars as to these sites, but 
asserted that they wore suitable in 
every way, and he believed it would 



have been advantageous to tho In- 
dians, from their own standpoint, to 
have made an exohange. 

Cadboro Bay Impossible 

Askad as to the reason why he hnd 
failed to consider any proposition In 
regard to Cadboro Bay, he said that It 
would have been difficult for him to 
have obtained the property. That 
which they demanded belonged to the 
Hudson Bay Company. rie hadn't In- 
vestigated the matter, believing the 
reaching of a settlement upon such a 
basis outside the bounds of possibility. 
He didn't know whether the land was 
for sale. At any rate, the establish- 
ment of a reserve so close to the city 
wouldn't meet with the approval of the 
citizens. It would be objected to par- 
ticularly by the residents of that sec- 
tion. For these reasons, and for 
Others which he did not care to specify, 
the Indians had been given to under- 
stand that their desire could not be 
gratified. .-

Growth' of Organization Berlieved 
to Warrant Step in 
Near Future

An agitation In favor of the con- 
struction of a new James Bay Ath- 
letic Association building has been in 
progress among the prornlnont mem- 
bers of that organisation for several 
weeks. They claim that the present 
quarters are too small for the, club, in 
view of the marked Increase in Its 
membership during the past two or 
three years. A city the size of Vic- 
toria, It is .argued also, should have a 
more commodious and a more up-to- 
date athletic headquarters. 

Some time ago this proposal was 
considered but abnndoned. many deem- 
ing It Impracticable at that . time be- 
cause of financial difficulties. It was 
thovight then that the building of the 
O. P. R. wharves in close proximity 
to the club property and their possible 
extension would lead that company to 
make an offer advantageous to tho 
J. B. A. A. to Induce the latter to move 
from the site they now occupy. A3 
this gave no indication of materializ- 
ing, the project was lost sight of In 
the enjoyment of the summer's sport. 
Those responsible for the origination 
of the idea went ho far as to have 
plans of a new club house prepared, 
however, and these are now In the 
hands of Dan O'Sulllvan, one of the 
pioneer members of the institution. 
. Now that the suggestion is under 
consideration again thoso designs have 
been Inspected with' Interest. They 
provide for a larger structure than the 
present James Bay club house. If 
adopted the members would have more 
conveniences, the reading rooms would 
be enlarged, . the billiard and pod! 
apartment made more modern in Its 
arrangement and equipment, the hand- 
ball court. Improved; and the basket- 
ball area increased to the regulation 
dimensions. It proposes also to pro- 
vide additional attractions. For In- 
stance, an indoor race'- track might be 
installed, and possibly arrangements 
made for plunge baths such as are 
considered an essential feature of tho 
principal athletic associations of all 
large cities. 

Those who are behind the agitation, 
having for Its object the erection of 
the club house, point out that It Is im- 
possible to hope to secure sufficient 
means from among the members 
themselves. Outside financial help 
will have to he obtained. Therefore 
they suggest that a committee be ap- 
pointed 1 to Interview different promi- 
nent local merchants for the purpose 
of interesting and inducing them to 
lend the movement moral and material 
support. This having been accom- 
plished. It would be In order, they 
assert, to call a public meeting for the 
consideration of the project. These 
two steps would mar* the Inaugura- 
tion of a campaign which could bo 
depended upon to result In the con- 
struction of a handsome new building 
for the use of members of the .1. P>. 
A. A. 

Once the ijiltlal outlay was assured, 
the management committee of the 
association do not think that there 
would be any difficulty in maintaining 
the Institution In a state of thorough 
efficiency. More expenditure for help 
and other purposes would no doubt be 
required, but Interest would or. so 
stimulated that tho membership would 
Increase to a sufficient extent to cover 
the difference. They believe that the 
improvement contemplated would put 
the club upon a higher plane, giving 
It a place second to no similar organ- 
ization on tho Pacific Coast.

YV!\at the 
city and vicinity may expect is an ad- 
vance in all lines of real Estate, not 
fancy prices, but to tigures that will be 
good values. Some very good invest- 
ments have been made during the last 
few weeks and a general stiffening in 
prices has taken place. It is to be 
hoped that the holders of large arens 
will nut lie tempted to put their pro- 
perty at prohibitive rates. Money in 
real estate is made by quick turns. 



on this point today, but we cannot re 
frnin from pointing out, that if this is 
the case, the suggestion that Mr. Mc 
Bride ought to' have taken the $100,000 
a year for ten years as a payment on 
account, passes the limits even of the 
ludicrous. Also that, if wc must go 
through all this routine to get what we 
are eb titled to, wc may well despair 
of getting anything. We must not Only 
convince Sir Wilfrid Laurier and the 
Parliament of Canada that "wc have a 
good case; but before appronching him 
wo must go down on our knees to each 
of the provinces in turn and ask ihcui 
for justice.

THEIR UNFORTUNATE POSITION. 

We are sorry to have forced the op- 
ponenls of the provincial government 
into the position where they must take 
nn attitude towards this province, which 
they can hardly expect to justify to 
themselves, much less to the electorate. 
Driven from pillar to post, they have 
come out with the declaration that 
British Columbia must obtain the assent 
of the other provinces before having jus- 
tice done her. Yesterday we quoted 
from Ihe New Westminster Xews an ex- 
tract in which this position is taken, and 
last night the Times said: "•Under the 
circumstances all the partners must have 
an equal voice in and must he assenting 
parlies to any change in tho terms of 
union, and such changes must be sub- 
mitted to t lie Imperial Parliament for 
ratification.'' Wo have thus reached a 
square issue. Before British Columbia 
can receive justice wc are told that she 
must have, the assent of all the prov- 
inces and the assent of the Imperial Par-

The policy of the Empire is peace: 
To preserve peace it is necessary to be 
strong enough to enforce it. From the 
nature of things the Empire cannot 
maintain a large army in comparison 
witli the forces of Continental Europe, 
which are kept up almost as much 
protect the governments from foes at 
home as to guard their countries from 
foes abroad. Britain's strength must be 
upon the sea. There are only two fron- 
tiers of the Empire, which arc exposed 
to hostile invasion by laud, namely those 
of Canada and India. To support au 
aimy large enough to defend the Can- 
adian frontier against au army from 
tho United Stutes would not only be an 
act of folly, but it would hamper the na- 
tion to n degree not to be contemplated. 
The Indian army is strong enough to see 
that Bussin shall never pass the boun- 
daries of that dependency; but even in 
the exceedingly improbable event of 
hostilities with the United States, or the 
more probable, but very unlikely, 
chance of war with Ilussia, n great lleet 
in readiness to strike immediately would 
be of the utmost value. There has 
been much discussion in the British 
press of late concerning the policy of 
the Campbell-Hannermau government in 
naval affairs, and this has led to the 
publication of the new programme for 
the distribution of the fleet. The 
changes are chiefly towards strengthen- 
ing the Channel licet, which, it is 
thought, is under existing political con- 
ditions the most important of all. The 
Admiralty announce that no fixed sys- 
tem has been or will be adopted, but 
there will be such changes from time 
to time as seem called for by "the kale- 
idoscopic nature of international rela- 
tions." The Channel licet, which is to 
he under the command of Admiral Lord 
Charles Bcresford, with Bear Admirals 
Ceorge Le Clerc Egerton and G. A. Cal 
inghan as subordinate commanders, is a 
force of unparalleled power. • It is made 
up as follows:

man to sham sickness nnd ask to be 
permlttod to go ashore to neo a doctor 
This man had a cold, and barked so 
that Captain Vance of the Castor gave 
lenvo. The "sick" sallormnn surrep- 
titiously handed a. letter to a blue- 
jacket, who took it, as directed, to the 
commanding otllcer. 

Then a boat's crew of the Shear- 
water went to the CaBtor, and Nelson 
was brought off.

Police Meet Disappo"ntment in 
Chinatown— San Francisco 
Returns Crooks 



A watchful sentinel In Chinatown on 
Friday night prevented the coffers of 
the police court from being enriched 
by fines. There -was to have been a 
raid. The police, with sledgehammer 
in readiness, went cautiously to No. 33 
Flsguard street, adjoining the gambling 
house recently raided. Since the raid 
at No. 31, when nineteen gamblers 
were capturod, the gamblers of China- 
town are wary and have placed recon- 
nalsaiice parties in the streets to sig- 
nal the approach of police. It was 
the watchfulness of one of these sen- 
tries that saved the players of No. 33 
.Flsgunrd street. He signaled, the 
doorkeeper rang the alarm hell and 
the door was promptly barred while 
the pluyers vanished quickly by rear 
doors. When the police reached the 
scene the doors were open, but there 
was no gambling in evidence. 

An effort is to be imude to secure n 
commutation of the death sentence 
passed upon It. S. Featherstone for the 
murder of Mary .lane Dnlton at youth 
Wellington ou July 20th. Information 
is being collected bearing upon the case. 
Featherstone maintains his impertur- 
bable manner nt the provincial .iail where 
he Is closely guarded, watch iiirIil and 
day. Ho still holds that he is innocent 
of* the murder of Miss Dnlton. 

The police are on the lookout for 
some small hoys who have been re- 
moving the caps of the water plugs 
from the sidewalk on Bellot street. 
Pedestrians who have tripped after 
nightfall have complained of the prac- 
tice. 

When the steamer Spokane returns 
from San Francisco she Is expected to 
have as passengers a. gang of five 
criminals shipped from Seattle to the 
Boy City. Chief Dinnn decided to 
return the crooks. The live, who are 
ex-convlcts, are Mattle Daniels, W. 
Malloy, George Harmon, Harry Michael 
and Orland D. Rostel. The San Fran- 
cisco Call says: The arrested men 
admit that they were run out of 
Seattle becauso one or tholr number 
was Indiscreet enough to bo caught 
looting at the railroad depot thero. 
The entire gang was arrested, but on 
telling the Seattle police authorities 
that they were bound for San Fran- 
cisco they were joyoxisly placed aboard 
the steamer Spokane and bid godspeed. 
On the way down the live amused 
themselves by fleecing the unwary 
passengers aboard the Spokane. 

Chief of Police Dinan has expressed 
himself as determined to return the 
criminal consignment to Seattle's no- 
torious •'Whltechapel." 

There was only ono case for Magis- 
trate Hall to deal with In the city 
police court yesterday, a man charged 
with being found drunk. He was fined

LAWLESS WHALERS 



Captains Newth and Bodfish of 
Jeanette and William Bayliss 
in the Toils 



Judge II. M. Hoyt, of the Uuited 
Stntes court at Cape Nome is in Se- 
attle in connection with the cases of 
Capts. Xewth and Bodfish of the whal- 
ers Jeanette and William Bayliss, 
charged with lawless acts on northern 
waters. He said the campaign against 
the -whalers had been commenced two 
years ago when lie was instructed to se- 
cure evidence against them becauso of 
complaints of wrongdoing. Capt. Newth 
is well known in Victoria. He called 
here for supplies and conl for several 
seasons when outfitting for the Jcan- 
ettc's northern cruise. Judge Hoyt said: 

"The method 1 finally hit upon was 
to have Capt. O. C. Hamlet, of the rev- 
enue cutter T.hetis appointed a United 
States commissioner. . This was done by 
Alfred S. Moore, o f Nom e. Summer he- 
fore last and last TTTTiimer the Thetis 
cruised among the whalers in the Arctic 
soa, having on hoard Capt. Hamlet, as 
United States commissioner, one uf my 
assistants, \V. N. Landers, to act as 
prosecuting attorney and a deputy Unit- 
ed States marshal. Capt. Hamlet was 
thus enabled to hold court on the Thetis 
and in case the evidence warranted, bind 
over prisoners Lo answer to the Nome 
grand jury. 

"The great burden of the complaints 
received by the president were concern- 
ing crimes against the Eskimos. In this 
connection we secured one conviction Inst 
year in Geromc Lopes, proven guilty is 
now doing time at McNeil's island. 

"On that first cruise we also obtained 
evidence against Capt. Newth, of the 
Jeanette, who is charged with a crime 
similar to that for which Lopes was 
convicted. Having obtained our evidence 
we had Capt. Newth indicted by the 
Nome grand jury. That year, however, 
it was impossible to obtain the capture 
of Newth, as he had lied to Canadian 
waters. 

"Las summer the Thetis set out again 
and captured Capt. Newth at Point Bar- 
row, the northernmost point of land in 
the United States. Lost summer, also, 
we obtained information against dipt. 
Bodfish, of the winner William Bayliss, 
who is accused of heating and kicking 
one of his men so thnt he soon died from 
his wounds. Capt. Bodfish was also made 
a prisoner and brought to Nome. 

"Judge Moore, of the second judicial 
district of Alaska, decided that his court 
would not have jurisdiction over crimes 
committed on the high seas. For that 
reason the prisoners were rc-commltted 
by United Stntes Commissioner Fuller of 
Nome, to the western district of Wash- 
ington. 

"Captains Newth and Bodfish will ap- 
pear before the Unified States grand jury 
at Seattle on the 7th of November, and 
if indicted will have their trial before 
the petit jury on the twentieth of the 
month.''

outer <lock early this morning. The big 
freighter will not discharge any cargo to- 
day, the work of patting out about one 
thousand tonn of general merchandise, In- 
cluding citeel,' ship chandlery, groceries, 
liquors and varied freight, mostly from 
(British ports, being commenced tomorrow 
morning. The Ningphow will load a large 
shipment of salmon for her homeward trip 
after discharging her freight for this port, 
-steamer Bucentnur of the Canadian-New 
Zealand line. Is also scheduled to be in 
port today to load car.go for Wellington and 
other ports. The steamer Is now loading 
cargo at Vancouver. A consignment of

Steamer Pleiades is also expected on her 
way from the Sound to Vancouver to load 
a large shipment of salt salmon for Japan.

The tonno,ge In port was 
very heavy, Including the steamers Tango 
Mam and Shlnano Main of the N. V. K.

IBeUerophon ami Nfneehow of the Holt 
fleet: DruanclltEe, Rllerle and other vessels. 

Steamer Ellcrle, whlclii was to have been 
docked at Esquimau yesterday, was unable 
to enter the dock owing to the heavy gale. 
The steamer was lying in the (Royal 1 Roads 
with two anchors down, and the bark 
Castor and ship Eliza Llhn also had a 
second anchor down. 

Steamer IBessle Dollar, which left Hako- 
date on October loth, Is due with sulphur 
for the Victoria Chemical Works. The 
Bessie Dollar was to have taken a load of 
Chinese coolie's from Shanghai to (iaayn- 
inas, but owing to trouble with the Shang- 
hai Taotal regarding tlie contract, the 
Chinese had to he disembarked, and the 
Steamer then proceeded to Japan to load 
.for this port.

THE MISSING INVERNA. 

Crew of Vessel for Which Anxiety Is 
Felt May Be Short of Food. 

No tidings have been received of the 
missing bark Ivenia which, after appear- 
ing off the Columbia river on October 17th, 
stood out to sea because of ti storm then 
raging. Because the Ivcrnn Is lightly bal- 
lasted, feurs are entertained for her. Capt. 
Johnson, of the ship East African, now 
at Tacoma, who -was at Acupulco heforo 
the Ivernla left the Mexican port, 9S days 
ago, said the crew will be ^hort of food 
even if no misadventure has befallen the 
vessel. Capt. Colllngwood of the Ivernla, 
Informed him before leaving Acapulca that 
Ills vessel was provisioned for eighty days 
at the most. 

The predicament of the Ivernla recalls 
the unusual trip of the British Ship Bea- 
con Iloek some years ago. While at Ade- 
laide the Bcneon Rock -was chartered to 
carrv wool from Wellington, New. Zealand 
to the Hnited Kingdom. She loaded fine 
sand as ballast and started for her loading 



port. Getting Into a terrific Wow, the ship 
railed to appear. There was much anxlety 
about her and llnaMv 00 per cent, was be- 
ing paid on her. It 'was thought a certain- 
ty that she hud been lost, 'Finally t lie 
vessel urrlvcd at Concepciou, Chill, tn the 
rough weather her sand ballast shifted 
and the vessel could not be brought around. 
She was run herore the wind and crossed 
the Pacific to the South American coast. 

Freights being, good on the West Coast 
the owners wanted to have the wool char- 
ter cancelled, hut the charterers refused. 
Consequently the ship had to turn about 
and put back to New Zealand. It was ex- 
actly fourteen months from the tune she 
left Adelaide until she returned to New 
Zealand. 



THE MEXICAN TERMINUS. 

Harbor Works at Salina Cruz Havo 
Been Practically Completed. 

The United States hydrographlc office hns 
Issued a notice to the effect that the hnr.- 
bor workn at tialina Cruz, Mexico, terminus 
of the line of steamships to bo established 
between Victoria and Vancouver ami Mex- 
ico In March next, have heen practically 
completed. The notice says: "There has 
been 570 yards of the west Jetty finished 
and 1.082 yards of the east Jetty completed.

Three large ware- 
houses, with tracks for the handling of 
freight, have also been completed and' are 
no-w ready for use.

Boom Belonging to Mooro & Whitting- 
ton Breaks Adrift. 

The tug Tasmnnlan left Mill Day on 
Wednesday with a boom of logs contain- 
ing neairly 200,000 feet for Moore & Whlt- 
tlngton, of this city. The boom 'was adrift 
and some of the logs broke out. The Tas- 
manlan picked It up on .Friday, hut when 
passing Trial Island it -was again lost In 
the heavy tide rip. The Tasmanian was 
imnble to recover the boom, whloli has 
■broken up and will probably be a total loss. 

MARINE NOTES. 

The southeast gab' of yesterday, experi- 
enced locally, reached a velocity of 35 
miles an hour yesterday afternoon and 40 
miles an hour yesterday evening off the 
entrance to the Straits. 

The .Seattle fishing schooner Iteef, -which 
returned from the Cape iFlnttery banks on 
Friday, lost her topmast and sail, and had 
her rigging 'badly damaged In the gale of 
October 25t.h, when the Imrgentlne Skagit 
drove ashore. She nearly capsized and 
boat to shelter after a struggle.

The case 
was tried in the United States District 
Court at Washington before Judge Hanford, 
who decided thnt both vessels were blama- 
l>le for the collision, and awarded §23.870 
damages to the GJcnogle, and $6C,705, In- 
cluding Interest, to the owners of the 
Kingston. The insurance companies came 
in for their pro rata share of the damages, 
ami, being dissatisfied with the judgment, 
took au appeal. 

The Peruvian government has entered 
into a contract with Ndcaaor M. Camnonn, 
one of the largest 'business men of Lima, 
and other capitalists there, for the forma- 
tion of a national steamship company which 
will Include a floating dry dock at Calloa. 
The paid up capital of the company is to 
he $1,500,000 (gold), according to a letter 
from Irving B. Dudley, American minister 
to Peru, which was published In the Na- 
tional Gniette. Six steamships are to start 
the service and a line between Oallao and 
Panama, with.

A member of the aldermanic board has handed the Colonist the following 
very interesting compilation of Information respecting the status of the 
water works problem, reasons why the loan by-law to be voted on by the 
ratepayers tomorrow should be defeated: 



EXTRACTS FROM MR. ADAMS' 
REPORT 

The consumption is now fully equal to or 
In excess of the present capacity of Elk and 
Beaver lakes to supply. 

Any plan of relief which will increase 
consumption may 'be expected, unless future 
rainfalls- shall exceed the average, to per- 
manently reduce the level of the lake to 
llnul exhaustion, unless the storage ca- 
pacity of the lake Is Increased and the 
possibility of such Increase extends only 
to a possible dally yield of about 2% mil- 
lion gallons, that Is of one-half million lu 
excess of Its present yielding capacity. 

if no- very material chance Is made In 
the distribution system, the forcing lu of 
an additional supply will afford consider- 
able relief over present conditions. No ex- 
tensive change In the distributing system 
Khali be carried out until the necessary 
augumentln.5 of the water supply by the 
development of some source other than Elk 
Lake Is accomplished. 



The substitution of the 21 Inch pipe for 
the 1" lueh main is not expedient.

EXTRACT OF E. MOHUN'S LETTER 
OF AUGUST 17, 1906 

There appears to be a belief In the 
minds of the authors of the scheme that 
If the means of carrying an increased sup- 
ply is provided, Providence will Increase 
the precipitation. 

The fact remains, two million gallons Is 
now the maximum average dally supply, 
with a possible additional 400,000 gallons 
bv raising the dams. 

A 24 Inch pipe could. If I he Simply were 
there, easily deliver live to six million gal- 
lons per day. One does not purchase a 
locomotive to haul a baby carriage, and as 
we have nut a dally supply of several mil- 
lion gallons, a smaller pipe will serve. 

During: the past summer the lake water lias been very objectionable, 
slugs, cattish and leeches passim? through to the consumer. A considerable 
amount of alum bus been used In an attempt to improve it. This is a very 
objectionable feature. 

If matters were so bad with the meagre ami insufficient supply taken 
from the lake this summer, it is easy to Imagine what the water will be like 
if the lake is drained still lower by a. larger muln and greater consumption 
next summer. We must expect unftltered water, with more aggravated con- 
ditions and the attendant evils spoken of by Expert Adams. 



OBJECTIONS TO THE BY-LAW 

This being so. a larger main will not 
Increase the capacity or the lakes, and its 
coat would be a useless expenditure. 

I 

The proposed change in the distributing 
system will Increase consumption. The 
average rainfall Is more likely not to be 
reached than exceeded. The water has not 
overflowed the dam for two years past. 

The possible Increase of the capacity of 
the lake Is not sufficient to justify the ex- 
pense of securing it, 'let alone the In- 
creased risk of contamination. 



The converse of this Is that If the dis- 
tributing system 13 materially changed the. 
extra supply will be mora than offset by 
the increased consumption. 

The city should not make any large ex- 
penditure on any source of supply that 
cannot furnish from ten to fifteen million 
gallons per day. We must look ahead and 
anticipate the needs or the city, within the 
next five years to require not less than 
six or seven million gallons per day. 

Our present pipes are capable of sup- 
plying 3,500,000 gallons per day, while the 
utmost limit of the lllter beds is 3,014 mil- 
lions per day. with a reduction while the 
beds, are being cleaned, one bed being gen- 
erally Inoperative froim this cause. 

The present proposition Is to make a 
main capable to supplying eight million 
gallons per day.

"An ef- 
ficient water works must be euiinl always, 
to the greatest demands made upon It

This means 
thai in the hottest days of slimmer, when 
the draught is greatest, the pressure should 
be maintained. This will be apparent to 
all as In the summer months the liability 
of tires is much greater." 

(Page 45): "In proportioning tin.' differ- 
ent parts of a system the greatest rate at 
which water is required any hour during 
the year Is the controlling factor where 
there Is an entire absence of storage. If 
there are no equalising reservoir between 
the source and, the consumer It also applies 
to the main conduits. 

(Page 40) Mr. Adams gives a maximum 
hourly draught of six million. 

Imagine the pressure that the 21-lncll 
gravity main would give In the ease of 
a tire' when the maximum hourly draught 
of six million callous would be upon It.

Consumptive Sanitorium 

Building Fund 

One hundred thousand dollars (100,- 
000) asked for— fifty thousand dollars 
($50,000) needed, to entitle committee 
to Hon. James Dunsmuir's grant of ten 
thousand dollars ($10,000.) 

Is it Consumptive Sanitorium needed'.' 
During the month of September of this 
year a hoy nineteen years old became 
consumptive. lie lived In a hotel and 
was dependent on his own efforts as a 
laborer. As a result of his disease lie 
was turned out of three hotels and re- 
fused admission to a public hospital. The 
boy is now dead. A man who befriended 
tho boy wrote as follows: "(Jod have 
mercy on us for our ncslrct of such 
coses." Need we further ask, is this in- 
stitution needed? 

The death-roll from consumption in 
(.'anuria exceeds twelve thousand yearly; 
and in British Columbia it is over two 
hundred. 

The number of persons invalided from 
consumption is authoritatively estimated 
to he live times ns great as the number 
nf deaths therefrom; therefore, wc linve 
some sixty thousand invalids in Canada, 
and n thousand in British Columbia. 

Wc have, therefore, before us the ap- 
palling fact that yearly we loso the ben- 
efii of tho services and earning powers 
of thousands of citizens who are in- 
capacitated by illness, and others we lose 
outright by death, through tills one 
cause — and Hint a preventable cause. 
This is something to set political econ- 
omists thinking very seriously. It is a 



responsibility too vast to be measured 
by mere figures, or described in mere 
Inngunge. 

No fanciful theories, untried methods, 
or mere experiments are proposed. The 
simple, God-given remedies, viz.: Fresh 
air, suitable food, rest and exercise, un- 
der expert supervision, and suitable, 
cheerful surroundings, have more than 
proved their efficiency. Practically speak- 
ing, those requisites are obtaiuable only 
in a sanitorium. 

A further ndvautagc connected with 
such an institution is that the admis- 
sion of a patient means the removal of 
one source of contagion from the general 
community; nnd when, after treatment, 
such person is returned cured, or other- 
wise, to the ranks of the public, he or 
she is an educational centre of first im- 
portance, because the first principle im- 
pressed on a patient on entering a sani- 
torium is the care he should exercise in 
his personal habits; the necessity for 
cleanliness, for cure in disposal of any- 
thing about him which would spread, or 
even he likely to spread, contagion; In a 
word, he is persistently taught to move 
nnd live so that, no oilier human being 
shull be likely, in the remotest sense, to 
suffer on account of any thoughtlessness 
on his part in the care of himBelf. Such 
a person, when discharged from the in- 
stitution is, by his training in the sani- 
torium. not only Impressed with the nec- 
essity for continuing such caution, but, 
because of his knowledge so gained, be- 
comes in his family nnd general sur- 
roundings un educational influence infin- 
itely more effective than nil the litera- 
ture nnd arguments of physicians nnd 
authorities on the subject. 

The conditions as to consumption are 
not only fully understood, but are well 
recognized, and it is now. an accepted 
fact that consumption is preventable nnd 
may be cured, or its course arrested. 
That being so, inaction Is, to say the 
least, criminal. It is our duty to, endeav- 
or, in any case, to stem the progress of 
this sacrifice of human beings. 

it is proposed to build a sanitorium in 
British Columbia. The provincial gov- 
ernment are prepared to assist, and tho 
people generally, through local societies 
formed all over the country, are willing 
to maintain. You are asked to help ns to 
build. Action, immediate action, is Im- 
perative, if we wish to stem Ibis awful 
tide of mortality. To stand idly by any 
longer is tantamount to being willing par- 
ticipators in something worse than race 
suicide.

Ing, with cast-iron pipes, the distribution 
system: by constructing an elevated tank 
of 100,000 gallons between Rockland avenue

denning the i.tuo and surroundings; which 
said sum of $300,000 Includes a proposed ex- 
penditure for measuring collectible water 
In the Highland watershed, and nil allow- 
ance for contingencies. 

And Whereas, the Council desire to give 
effect to such petition In munner herein- 
after appearing. 

And Whereas, by By-Law No. 401 (the 
$17,000 Waterworks Loan By-Law. lUUJtt) 
the mini of $17,000 Ik directed to be raised 
upon the security of the water rntes or 
charges for the purpose of cleaning Elk and 
Heaver Lakes, fencing portion of Elk Lake 
and measuring collectible wnter lu the 
Highlands watershed wlilch works are lu- 



cluded In the works herein Teclted, and it 
Is Intended to repay out of the proceeds of 
the debentures hereinafter autborlEed any 
moneys raised under the provisions of sabl 
By-taw No. 401 from the Bank of British. 
North America lu anticipation of the salo 
of the debentures authorized by and Issued 
wider the said By-Law No. 401. and that 
from and uftcr such repayment the pro- 
visions of the said By-Law shall cease to bo 
effective. 

Whereas the whole ratnblo land nnd Im- 
provements or real property of the said 
Corporation of the City of Vlo'.orla, accord- 
ing to the Inst revised Assessment Roll, 
Vis: for the year 1000, was $14,0.11,040. 

And Whereas the total amount Toquired to 
be raised annually by rate for paying the 
debt which will be created irerounder ana 
the Interest thereon, and for creating on 
nnnual sinking fund for the payment oft 
of the said debt within twenty-five years, 
according to law.

1. It shall be lawful for tho Mayor of 
the Corporation of the City of Victoria to 
borrow upon the credit of the said Corpora- 
tion by way of the deber.tn.res hereinafter 
mentioned, from any person or persons or 
body or bodies corporate who inny be will- i 
lug to advance the same as a lonn, a sum j 
of money not exceeding tho whole sum of • 
$300,000 currency, or sterling money, nt the-l 
rate of 4.SC2-.1 dollars to the one pound 
sterling, nnd to cause all such sums ho 
raised or received to be paid into the hands 
of the Treasurer of the said Corporation, 
for the purposes nnd with the objects here- 
inbefore recked. 

2. It shall be lawful for the eald Mayor 
to cause any number of debentures to be 
made, executed nnd Issued for such sums 
as may be required, not exceeding, how- 
ever, the sum of $300,000, e'tlier in cur- 
rency or sterllnc money (at the rato afore- 
said) each of the sold debentures being of 
the amount of $1,000 or its sterling eonlvi.- 
lent nt the rate aforesaid, and nil such de- 
bentures shall be sealed with the seal of 
the -said Corporation and signed by the 
Mayor thereof 

3. The snld debentures shall bear dnt« | 
of the day after the final passing of this : 
By-Law. and shall be made payable In 
twenty-five years from said date at such 
place either in the Doniln on of Canada, 
Great Britain, or- the United Stntes of Am- 
erica, ns may he designated thereon, and- 
shall have attached to them coupons for 
the payment of Interest, and the signatures 
to the interest coupons may be either writ- 
ten, stnmped, printed or llthoirrnphed. 

4. Tlie said debentures shrill bear In- 
terest nt the rate of four per cent, per an- . 
mini from the date thereof, which Interest 
shall be payable half yearly at such place 
cither in the Dominion of Canada, Great 
Britain, or the United Stntes of America, a.i 
may be expressed in the debenture nnd 
coupon. 

6. It shall be lawful lor the said Mayor 
to cause the said debentures and interest 
coupons, either or both, to be made pay- 
able nt such place either In the Dominion 
of Canada, Great Britain, or the United 
taes of America, as may be desired.

ATHLETICS. 

School Sports. 

Following out the proposal to form u 
public school athletic league the secre- 
tary bus forwarded to each school in the 
citv u-copy of the following letter with 11 
set of ir.les to govern the competitions: 

Dear sir,— -following out the fundament- 
al purposes Olf the Public Schools Athletic 
Dengue, namely, to Interest public school 
bovs In athletics, the executive committee 
has decided to award an athletic badge Or 
8OTO0 other token to every boy who can 
reach 11 proscribed standard In running, 
lumping and chinning. Also a roll of honor 
'will be awarded lu the respective schools 
.having successful competitors. 

The suces* of this competition will de- 
pend mainly upon the zeal with which It 
Is entered Into by the schools, and the ex- 
ecutive hope that each school will be well 
represented by competitors. 

I herewith enclose the standards and 
certain rules governing 1 he competition, 

Secretary. 

Athletic Badge Competition. 

The standard for this competition has 
been set by the executive ns follows: 

For bovs of public schools under 13 years 
of ago: '00 yards run, H seconds, pull up 
4 times, standing broad Jump, 5 feet 
Inches. 

For bovs of public schools or Illch School 
under 10 years of use: 100 yards Tun; 14 
seconds: pull up (I times; standing broad 
Jump, 6 feet (I Inches. 

For High School and public school boyj 



over 1C years of nge; 220 yards run 2'8 
second*; pull up times" tttaidug high 

jump, 4 feet 4 inches. 

The athletic badge competition shall take 
place once a year In the fall. 

The following general rules shall govern 
the official competition: 

Chinning.— There shall be but one trial 
In the chinning. The boy shall extend him- 
self to his full length before and sifter each 
pull up, and shali be obliged 1 to raise Ills 
body to such a height as to bring bis chin 
over the bar. 

Standing Broad Jump. — .A Joist five Inches 
shall be sunk flush with the ground. The 
outer odjge of the joist shall be called the 
scratch line and the measurement of all 
Jumps shall ho made from It at right angles 
to 'the nearest break In the soft ground or 
turf by any pnrt of the body of the com- 
petitor. In front of the scratch line the 
ground shall lie removed to the depth of 
three and the width of twelve inches oitl- 
wii rd, 

A Foul Jump— Shall be one where the 
competitor in Jumping off the scratch line 
makes a mark on the ground Immediately 
In front of It and shall count as a trial 
jump. 



A Fair Jump—Shall he one that Is made 
without the assistance or weights of any 
kind. Each competitor shall have three 
trial Jumps and the competition *bttH he 
decided by the best of Hie three. The feet 
of the competitor may be placed in any 
position bat shnll leave the ground onee 
i a .ily in making an attempt to Jump. A 
competitor may rock backward nnd forward 
lifting his heels nnd toes alternately from 
the ground, but may net lift either fool 
clear of the ground nor *llde either foot 
along the gromd in any direction. 



Hunlng II gh Jump, — A tfalr Jump shnli 
be one nmdo without the assistance of 
weights When the bar is iremoved it shall 
■constitute u trial pump. The height shall 
be measured from the middle of (he bar 
lo tire ground In n direct line. Each com- 
petitor shall he allowed .three trial pumps 
and if on the third trial he shall fall he 
shall he declared out of the competition.

$ London's Freeman g 
g Privileges Decline g 

The death of Thomas Green of Hull- 
fax is of more than passing interest 
because lie happened to be the last 
freemen but one of the borough of 
King's Lynn. In 1820 there were 200 
freemen of the town. They elected 
the borough member of parliament 
and they were exempt from the town 
dues. With many other old customs 
that hud been abused, the great Re- 
form Act swept awny tho practice of 
electing freeman, but it did not abol- 
ish the freedom of those who existed 
These relics of a past custom are 
slowly dying out, ana nowadays when 
ti borough desires to present Its free- 
dom It docs so In a gold casket to 
some victorious general or local 
worthy. 

The City of London Is the only place 
where tin- freedom nourishes. The 
members of the liveries still elect the 
Lord Mayor anil the two members of 
parliament. They have the exclusive 
right to describe themselves as citi- 
zens of London— a distinction confined 
lo (hose who have taken up the free- 
dom in formal manner and sworn the 
oath at Guildhall. But they no longer 
have the sole right to trade within the 
precincts of the city or to stagger 
through Its streets after dining suffici- 
ently without let or hindrance by the 
police. The peculiar privileges of tlie] 
"Closes" were abolished when London 
became a county. A freeman is as liable i 
lo serve on u jury as anybody else. He j 
would have to serve on the "train • 
bands" if there were any, and he es- | 
capes no town dues. 

The Apprentices' Prison. 

The most striking privilege remain- 
lng to the citizen of London is that 
of being locked up in Bridewell with- | 
out the interference of a magistrate. 
That applies when lie is in the appren- 
lice Stage of his career. When an j 
employer is "free of the city" Ilis : 
apprentices are bound up to him at. 
Guildhall. Thai is recognized as; 
"servitude" by the authorities of the i 
city, nnd when the lad's time is up he | 
can by paying a nominal fee, become 
a freeman of London., During his 
servitude he is subject lo Ihe disci- 
pline of the city. If be misbehaves 
himself his employer may take him be- 
fore the city chamberlain, unci the 
chamberlain may forthwith commit the 
nnughty apprentice to Bridewell for 
anything from 'three days up to four- 
teen. 

Such cases are actually takeri nt 
the rate of one or two a year. When 
a Ind was recently committed to U 
days' Imprisonment for pointing a 
pistol at his. foreman, it is said that 
the homo authorities were aghast at 
the unsuspected powers of the city. 
But those powers tiro clear and pre- 
cise and the Ind had lo serve his! 14 
days. 

The franchise of the city is bewilder- 
ing in its complexity- There are freemen 
of Uie city, and there arc freemen of the 
city companies. A stage above tlio free- 
dom of a company comes the livery anil 
a stage above that — the inner holy of 
holies — tho master, tlie wardens and the 
court. A '.nil n may not vote for the lord 
mayor, or the niciubcni of parliament, 



unless he is at the time a freeman 
of the city and u liveryman of his com- 
pany. It Is easy lo become a freeman of 
London. Any man of good character can 
do it on payment of a small fee. The ad- 
vantage is that if he dies and his chil- 
dren are in want, they may be sent to nn 
orphanage school. 

But admission to a livery is dillicult 
and costly. And election to the court of 
assistants, with the certain prospect of 
becoming worshipful master of ihe com- 
pany in due course, is an honor as ex- 
clusive as the peerage. "If by nil" 
chance," says a clerk of one of the mosi 
exalted of the liveries, "J hud the gift of 
a sent on our court, I would undertake 
thai I could sell it for .£10,000 within it 
day." And that, be it remembered, is for 
the honor of the thing, not for its emolu- 
ments. ■ , 

Anolont Rights. 

The goldsmiths still have the right to 
prosecute any person selling gold without 
their stamp. The fishmongers can still go 
into a market and condemn fish. The 
spectacle-makers still examine journey- 
men opticians as to their skill, and do it 
so thoroughly lliat their freedom is the 
hall mark of the trade. They have 000 
freemen below the rank of the livery — 
nearly all skilled opticians, and nearly 
all freemen of the city. But many of the 
other guilds are simply trading compan- 
ies by name. The Loriner does not make 
horses' bits, the playing card maker is 
probably quite ignorant of the •differ- 
ence in regalia between the knave of 
hearts and the knave of clubs. Like some 
of their own apprentices, they have lost 
their character as well as their priv- 
ileges. 

Perhaps the most picturesque of ihe 
departed privileges was that of the bar- 
ber-surgeons. By royal charier they had 
the right to go lo Tyburn and seize the 
body of any hanged male factor and 
dissect it for the instruction of their 
members. The privilege was always con- 
tested by the relatives, and often the 
rabble took side with them, wherefore 
the company maintained a trained body 
of men to assist the beadle iu his seizure. 
Sometimes ii was even necessary to ap- 
ply for the assistance of troops. The 
Royal College of Surgeons is directly de- 
scended from t lint old company, nnd n 
hundred years ago it had its master, its 
wardens and its court of assistants just 
like any other livery. Indeed, its priv- 
ileges of restriction over pretenders who 
have not passed its examinations can be 
traced directly to the chartered rights of 
the old company id' barber-surgeons.

Father Wornz, who has just been 
electod head of the Jesuits wns, as un- 
prepared for the honor as was Cardinal 
Sarto for his election to the Papacy. 
Of Pope Plus X. it is told that when 
he left Venice to aAond Ihe cardinals' 
conclave at Rome he bought a return 
ticket, as the idea that he might never 
return did not enter his head. So 
Father Wernz, before leaving the Gre- 
gorian University at Home, gave his 
secretary two packages of letters, one 
to be answered in his absence, the 
other containing matters that he would 
discuss on his return. The probability 
now Is that he will never carry out 
these plans, for as Chief of the Jesuits 
weightier matters will occupy his at- 
tention. 

An Absolute Monarch. 

As rector o£ the Gregorian Univers- 
ity, the German priest was known only 
to a little circle of students aud 
church-politicians, but as Black Pope 
be becomes at once a figure of world 
importance. No monarch in Christen- 
dom will exert the absolute authority 
over his subjects that Father Wernz 
will wield over tho Jesuits. Obedience 
is the first rule a Jesuit learns, and 
until a candidate has scourged and 
purged himself from nts own volition 
he is unlit for membership to the order. 
Each must consider himself a mere In- 
strument of the society, of no value 
whatever on his own account, ami only 
of importance as a tool whereby his 
chief can accomplish his ends. This 
basic feature of the order Is made plain 
In the laws that govern the election ot 
a head. There are no candidates. Iso 
Jesuits Is permitted to solicit another 
for his vote. Should he do so, disquai- 
Iflcation would be the punishment. If 
a Jesuit spoke In the interests of a 
friend, both would be disqualified. It 
can be safely said that Father Wernz S 
election was not accompanied by any 
of the means that made Hon. Mr. lly- 
man a member of Parliament. Once 
chosen, the seventy-four oilier delegates 
reverently knelt and kissed his hand, 
(hereby acknowledging their one tem- 
poral master. 

Father Wernz (called Vemezl is said 
Id be at once a profound scholar and 
polished man of the world. That he 
knows tho sins and follies of the 
"Smart Set" as well as does Father 
Vaughan is Ihe testimony of that sen- 
sational Jesuit. He is a line linguist, 
and can speak Knglish, French, Italian 
and Spanish almost as litlently as his 
native Gorman, thus presenting a strik- 
ing contrast to the White Pope, who is 
reputed to know only Italian. Father 
Wernz was born in Wtirtetnburg, sixly- 
four years ago, and as a boy was noted 
for his remarkable determination. In 
ids studies lie excelled, but finding that 
this distinction was less valuable in the 
eyes of his fellows than physical ex- 
ploits, he resolved to become an athlete. 
Once he was found unconscious on Ihe 
lloor of the gymnasium, having stuck at 
a dillicull "stunt" until insensible. 

ile learned lo swim in a characteristic 
way, Scorning lloats or shallow water. 



Wernz one day Hung himself into a 
river beyond his depth, and wns almost 
drowned before he struggled ashore, as 
lie was alone. It is said by a writer iu 
the Chicago Tribune that in his unde- 
generate days Wernz was not averse to 
a tight, and was able to use his lists 
with rare skill and effectiveness. Natur- 
ally, there was u gypsy nnd a prophecy 
connected with his early career. An 
old crone predicted that he would live 
to be a greater man than either monarch 
or pontiff, and in the eyes of the Jesuit 
there is only one such man — the Chiel 
of the Society of Jesus. It was when 
Wernz was 15 years old that this pro- 
phecy was made, and about the same 
time there was u remarkable change in 
bis ambitious, for he entered a Jesuit 
college, renouncing the world. 

An Authority on Canonical Law. 

His career as a Jesuit: has not been 
remarkable, although lie is a man of un- 
usual force of character. lie seem- 
ed rather to be attracted by the lore 
of the order than by its battles, lie has 
been recognized as an authority on can- 
onical law, and lias published four bulky 
volumes on the subject. He is adviser 
lo the Sacred Congregation of Evtra- 
ordinary Ecclesiastical Affairs and of 
the Index. In 188,'! he was appointed a 
lecturer at the Gregorian University, 
and two years ago was made its rector. 
He is said to he a rigid disciplinarian, 
and a man who would spare neither him- 
self nor others. Pius X., when inform- 
ed of his election, said, "He is the right 
man in the right place." After all, his 
personality docs not count for much. 
Ilis office molds ;he man rather than 
the man the olllce. He is head of the 
Jesuits. Xo more need bo said. 

Apart from his special qualifications, 
Father Wernz owes his election chiefly 
lo the fact that he is a German. At 
one time Father Myer, of St. Louis, was 
spoken of as a Jesuit extremely popular 
with his fellows and likely to be their 
choice for Pope. But soon the knowl- 
edge became general that a German was 
to be elected, for the order wished lo 
pay a compliment to tlio Kaiser. Wil- 
lielm 11. is known to have been friendly 
to the order, especially since the anti- 
clerical campaign in Franco. It is sus- 
pected (hat lie means to establish tier- 
man Jesuitism iu France, with the aid 
of ihe Pope. In Germany the order is 
still under the ban, but (he Kaiser is 
said to protect it in Home. Indeed, in 
1873 a hill was passed by Hie Italian 
government suppressing the Jesuits. It 
is still in force, hut not often put into 
operation, thanks to the Kniser. The 
very college iu which the election was 
held was a German college hi Homo, 
which claims the rights of extra territor- 
iality, Hull is, it claims to bo a G.eptilnh 
territory, and the claim is not contest- 
ed, although it is not supposed to bo 
good law. Incidents like this give color 
to Ihe belief thai Ihe Protestant Kniser, 
fur his own purposes, is a staunch up-

The black- 
smiths and their helpers were granted 
an increase of 25 cents a day. As they 
work by the hour, this amounts to about 
3 cents an hour.

In Germany trades unionism has in- 
creased from 1,400,625 in December, 
1005, to 1,S22,343 in December last. 
Thj'ro was, therefore, an increase of 
355,718, or nearly 25 per cent in li 
months, The large majority of the Cer- 
man - unions are social democratic. Last 
year they bad a total income of $0,500,-

In this way they are com- 
peting with the most up-to-date Ameri- 
can processes of manufacture and now 
the American consul at Birmingham re- 
porting to Washington says: "No one 
who has not lived in England for the 
last seven years can realize how changed 
the 'British mental attitude Is in regard 
to new ways of doing things." With 
cheap women's labor in England, manu- 
facturers can often beat other countries 
which use automatic machinery." 

The American Institute of Instruction 
opened its annual convention at Now 
Haven recently. Calvin N. Kendall, 
superintendent of schools in Indianapo- 
lis, Ind., spoke on the expense of the 
education Which public schools ought to 
give. He said that the wages for wo- 
men teachers in half the cities were loss 
than those of servant girls, when it was 
considered that the latter paid nothing 
for board, room and laundry. .Moreover, 
they had no social positon to maintain, 
as did the teacher, nnd the requirements 
or dress were far less' expensive. In 
mnny cities the minimum wage's of 
teachers were less tbnn those of laoor- 
ors on tlio si roots. The wages of teach- 
ers in the cities were princely, he said, 
in comparison with those in the rural 
schools. In view of the demands mad 
upon them, teachers were, therefore 
miserably underpaid. It seemed incred-

The government has a monopoly of the 
match industry in Franco. There are 
six factories, all owned and operated by 
the state. They employ 750 men and 
1120 women.

The women receive practically 
double the average of wages for wo- 
men in all other industries of Prance. 
A pension is paid to all employees who 
have reached the age of 00 years. Free 
medical treatment is provided for all 
employees in the match factories. The 
total receipts o£ the government from 
Ihc mutch industry during the year 1001 
amounted to $0,834,120. ' The prulils 
were $5,034,355.

'Hie chief 
aims of the union would bo: To protect

equitable remuneration for services both 
from public and private sources and to 
maintain a 'fair wage for fair work.' as 
is demanded by trade unionism.

The medical, it 
is pointed out. is, without exception, the 
worst paid of professions, and in those 
struggling times, says the report, com- 
bination is badly needed in order to 
maintain a fair rate of remuneration.

The extreme poverty and the low 
standard of living of peasants in Russia 
from whom the agricultural laborers are 
recruited assure a low level of wages 
for agricilltunl labor. The average 
wages will appear almost incredibly low 
from an American point of view, not- 
withstanding the general complaints of 
the estate holders concerning the un- 
reasonable demands of the laborers. 
According to an official investigation 
embracing the decade of j. h- 
average annual wages for a male agri- 
cultural worker in Russia were less than 
$32 and for a female worker less than 
$18. To this must be added the cost of 
subsistence, which is equally low, being 
on an average $24 for a male and $22 
for a female worker for a wdiole year, 
so thai the average cost of employing 
a laborer for the entire year is equal to 
only $55 fo the male and $40 for the 
female. The wages for the summer sea- 
son of live months are almost equal to 
the annual wages, being $22 for the 
male and $111 for the female laborer.

Nations, like individuals, are prone to 
draw largely on the past. This char- 
acteristic is not so surprising as it may 
nt. first sight seem. To establish the au- 
thenticity of a long lineage ii is neces- 
sary that the race to which a particular 
family belongs should bo deeply rooted 
in ages that have long vanished. It 
follows, as a consequence, that a percep- 
tion of the lusiro which antiquity con- 
fers will result in the fabrication of 
numerous myths. In apportioning blame 
to the early historian for assisting in the 
propagation of error one must guard 
against being unjust. Perhaps few 
of the legendary narratives which tend 
to exaggerate the importance of a par- 
ticular country are the work of a single 
individual or even a single generation 
To realize the conditions that favor their 
growth one must, endeavor to form a pic 
ture of the state of a country while Ihe 
art of printing is yet unknown. Among 
rich and poor superstition is rife. Oral 
tradition with its unlimited liccnese lo 
exaggerate takes the place of books. 
Love of one's country and a correspond- 
ing hatred of rival nationalities prompt 
a Credulous belief in Iho veracity of all 
stories which support the pretentions of 
the former. Under such circumstances 
il is not surprising that the patriotic 
chronicler should pay more heed to the 
embellishment of his narrative than to 
the trustworthiness of the source from 
whicli it has emanated; Prom fabulous 
history the annals of England are not 
altogether free. But the pertinacity with 
which Scotland was long compelled to 
insist on its independence secured for 
that country more than a fair share. 
Itccogiiizing that the claims of their na-

Ordinarily the railroad ticket win- 
dow In the small town is supposed to 
open twenty minutes before train 
time. Ordinarily, too, trio patron of 
the road from the small town appears 
at the waiting- room forty minutes be- 
fore train time. The average distance 
traveled by the average patron of the 
road Is about sixteen miles. Here Is a 
situation, out of which, at a glance, 
anyone may soo where the ticket 
agent earns his money thirty days bo- 
fore the pay car comes through.

suggest to that nervous person the 
horror of being left. He may wait 
seven minutes before he begins to ham • 
mer on the shutter, lojt in fourteen 
minutes he will be hair frantic. At 
the moment the agent may be in the 
freight room of the station billing out 
three coops of chickens, two cases of 
eggs, and a barrel of soapgrease butter, 
and utterly unconscious of the racket. 
Or he may be inside the ticket-tele- 
graph office making up the hooks of the 
office, in anticipation of a traveling 
auditor blowing in without notice. 

In any event, however, the patron 
who Intends going three stations down 
the line is In an anarchistic mood ten 
minutes before the ticket window 
opens, and when the same customer 
then learns for the first time that the 
train Is thirty minutes late be bursts 
all bounds of anger against the whole 
line and attempts to take it out of the 
agent. In this situation the rules of 
the road do not compel the agent to 
smile pleasantly, but at -the most he 
may look calm only, arid ho must not 
strike the ticket stamp with more than 
four pounds extra force, which always 
makes the customer madder than ever. 

Under these rules of the companies 
the ticket agent must keop the spring 
lock on the door of Ills office closed and 
fast. But the agent can t no u all the 
time, and whenever lie doesn't some 
one walks in with two grips, an over- 
coat, and an umbrella, asking the priv- 
ilege of leaving them tncro, as the train 
is late. If this be a traveling man, 
who afterwards walks four blocks up 
the street for "another one." and make 
It four Instead, there are more hollers 
when the agent is handing the con- 
ductor his orders on the platform and 
the traveler Is beating on the station 
door, breathless from a. run, and seeing 
his finish In the inability to get his 
baggage. 

The railroad ticket agent at the small 
station In the average small town has 
troubles that are all his own. Ho Is 
a much misunderstood Individual for 
the most part, and to the extent be 
finds the whole outside world hard to 
understand. 

In the line of this salaried work he Is 
telegraph operator, express agent, 
freight agent, ticket ngent, baggage 
man, janltpr and flagman, and while 
be Is doing all these things, lie is the 
official reporter on the linn of all 
trains to dozens of villagers who come 
down to "see the train come in," and 
who, by reason of this mission, are 
"sore" if it chances 10 be ten or fif- 
teen minutes late. 

There are exceptions from the sta- 
tion agent "type" naturally. Just to 
the extent that a station Is on only one 
line of road which makes a specialty 
of monopoly ugliness, ol course, a sta- 
tion agent has a chance to piny even 
In the course of a year or two. But 
where there are competing lines in the 
neighborhood, reached by some cross 
country trolley lines in two or three 
directions, the station agent has trou- 
bles beyond the possibilities of a single 
catalogue smaller than the encyclope- 
dia. 

In the last twenty years railroads 
have undergone n. change of business 
heart accordingly as other railroads 
have intersected the map. Today it 
Is said there is not a farm in Iowa 
that Is farther than twelve miles from 
a railway station, which is sugestlve 
of some of the ticket agent conces- 
sions made to a traveling and traln- 
aeelnfr public. Where once the best 
type. of agent was of the bruiser cast 
of countenance, surly of speech and 
disobliging to the last degree, his an- 
tithesis today Is in sharp demand. 
"Pleasant as a station ticket agent" 
Is an expression sooner or later com- 
ing Into colloquial use. / 

There are two station ticket agents 
for each town. This means twelve 
hour days for seven day weeks. A 
a day off Is an event; a vacation may 
be impossible as the meeting and pass- 
ing of two trains on the same track.

GLASGOW'S CIVIC SPIRIT. 

City F.'ourlshos by Exercise of High 
Standard of Citizenship. 

Toronto Evening Telegram. 

Much nonsense lias been spoken about 
the municipal government of the city, 
The assertion that "the citizens payno 
taxes, there is no extreme poverty, and 
everything is free because owned by the 
city,' 1 is ns fabulous as foolish. Hut mun- 
icipal ownership exists in a InrRe mea- 
sure, its responsibilities are met most 
creditably, and the beneficent results are 
Cully shared and appreciated by Ihe citi- 
zens. The expenses of city Koverninont 
and the taxes therefor are reduced to it 
minimum; and are much lower than such 
are In any city which owns much less in 
America. The general tax is about l?7 
per $1,000 on the assessed property val- 
uation, which approximates ns near as 
possible to the real value of the property. 
Gas costs consumers forty-eight cents 
per 1,001) cubic feet. Water costs the 
consumers ten cents per .f.'i rental and 
owner two. cents per SO on assessed val- 
uation of property. What strikes an Am- 
erican most in investigating municipal 
nffairs in the city of Glasfiow is the 
strong civic spirit which provndes every- 
one and everything connected with It 
from the lord provost to the piledrivor 
in the now plant of the drainage depart- 
ment. They do not sinK "My Country 
'tis of Thee." Rut the atmosphere seems 
to breathe the words "My city, 'tis for 
Thee." 

Without Salary 

"Lot Glasgow flourish by the preach- 
ing of the word." is the city's motto. 
And lot Glasgow flourish by the exor- 
cise of a high standard of citizenship, is 
the practice of the city corporation. 
There are seventy-two councilmen elect- 
ed by the various wards o£ the city, nnd 
with the lord provost these form the 
city government, magistrates and minor 
justices of the city. They are all men 
of high intelligence, many of them uni- 
versity men, most of them holding high 
positions in the commercial world and in 
the church; but in all work without nny 
salary from the city. Even the represent- 
atives of labor on the council do not ex- 
pect any emolument for services render- 
ed to the city, but all esteem it a high 
privilege and groat honor to serve the

Long before this the three hotel "run- 
ners" have been nagging him as to the 
exact time the train ought to ho due; 
whether "she" has made up any lime; 
whether that wasn't "her" whistle at 
the crossing four miles up; whether 
No. il isn't, likely to bo laid up in the 
afternoon, nnd whether a certain piece 
or two of baggage misplaced last week 
bnve been located for a customer at 
"the house." 

In the menntimc a freight conductor 
who bad had to take a siding unexpect- 
edly because of the disarrangement of 
the passenger schedule will hnve been 
in the oflice, using freight train lan- 
guage, pianissimo. He will have spat 
tobacco juice on the oflice floor nnd 
slove, questioned the orders ■which tied 
him up there, nnd in general will have 
condemned nil things to a warm place 
of last resort. And on all such occa- 
sions the ticket ngent meets an un- 
usually large number of village ac- 
quaintances who are cheerful and talk- 
ative; notoriously there are thousands 
of dwellers in the small towns who 
never come down to see a train unless 
"she" is behind time. 

On these occasions when a passenger 
train is late the ticket agent has a seri- 
ous proposition up lo him. As a rule 
the ticket agent would bo fired for tell- 
ing the truth about the lateness of a 
train. If the train is to bo in within ten 
minutes of the schedule he is supposed 
to say nothing nbout lateness; on the 
other hand, if he bus knowdodge of a full 
sixty minutes off the schedule, he is ex- 
pected to shade the time in the propor- 
tion that, patrons hnve n chance to try 
another line. 

Twenty minutes late is about all n 
ticket ngent under the circumstances is 
allowed to admit nt one time. Twenty 
minutes after the first announcement he 
may admit another twenty minutes of 
delny, nnd nt the expiration of that time 
he finds if better to give the last twenty 
minutes of the house in two instalments 
of ten minutes ench. Holding a crowd 
together in a wailing room, with n train 
running an hour late is something more 
than an art. It is a confidence game ill 
which the successful agent demonstrates 
that he might have become a millionaire 
if only he had gone Into the gold brick 
business. 

Seriously, one of the hardest position s 
to fill acceptably in n small town is the 
position of station agent, whore Iho 
myriad duties of n railroad fall upon ihe 
all . around man working eighty-four 
hours a week' for far loss money than 
ho earns. Nothing in the field of tact- 
ful, intelligent energy and common souse 
could be too good nnd profitable for the 
capabilities of flip first class ticket agent 
in a country towii. 



The writer asked the lord provost, 
Sir John Ure Primrose, "How many 
days por week, and how ninny hours 
daily do you give to the service of the 
city?" His reply was, "Ten hours daily, 
and six days a week." Moreover, one 
may travel and make inquiries as I did 
among the critics of the government, 
blithe would not hear a suspicion of 
dishonesty against any member of it. 
They nil seem to be, though serving 
without remuneration, like Caesar's 
wife, "above suspicion." 

Model Lodging Houses 
This high civic spirit is the secret of 
the success of municipal ownership in 
the city. It simply means, we shall do 
our best for our city because it is ours; 
we shall give of our time and talents 
freely, and tench others so to do, for the 
welfare of our fellow-citizens. And it is 
remarkable what this spirit is doing for 
nil the citizens, but especially for tiie 
poor in the city. Interest in the man 
with the dinner pail, and his family, is 
in evidence everywhere. The city owns 
property ■which it either remodelled or 
built into 2,WX) laborers' dwellings. This 
in itself has had far-reaching influences 
upon better housing at reasonable rents 
for. the working man. It also construct- 
ed and equipped seven model lodging 
bouses, which naturally destroyed the 
success and existence of many common 
lodging houses conducted by private en- 
terprises, which were hotbeds of vice 
and crime, and also centres for propa- 
gating disease. The seven houses give 
accommodation nightly to 2,'UIO persons. 
Each house is provided with a common 
dining room, it kitchen with utensils nnd 
lire available for cooking at any hour of 
the day; and a provision store is attach- 
ed to ench house, excepting one, where 
uncooked food can bo purchased at mar- 
ket prices. A large recreation room and 
ample bathing conveniences are also 
provided, and ench lodger has a separ- 
ate bed, with spring, mnttress, pillow, 
sheols, blanket and bod mat, nt u charge 
varying from seven cents to twelve 
cents per night. And what seems strange 
is, the enterprise is successful from a 
financial viewpoint. 

Family Home 
The city also owns and operates a 
"Family Home," conducted on what is 
commonly known as the self-supporting 
anil social settlement plan. It was orig- 
inally designed nnd equipped for the use 
of widows or widorers, belonging to the 
deserving working classes, who had chil- 
dren with no one lo properly enre for 
thorn. The "Home'' contains 100 bed- 
rooms plainly but comfortably furnish- 
ed, each cnpable of accommodating one 
adult and throe children. The rent of a 
bedroom, Including light, heat, water, 
hot and cold, with the use of recreation 
room, dining room nnd kitchen, is Sl,25 
per week, nnd a bed for each additional 
child Is found iii another room nt 10 
cents per week. Regular meals are sup- 
plied at the lowest possible charges, 
which may be guessed when we mention 
Hint each child is boarded at un average 
cost of IK! cents por week. Fifteen thou- 
sand people nre thus helped dnily to 
live independent, clean; healthful lives, 
who otherwise would be crowded to the 
wall in life's race, nnd trampled into 
absolute poverty, misery nnd worse than 
death. There nre nlso saved to the city, 
money, morals and men. 

Good Hospital Servico 
The city also provides excellent hos- 
pital diqcoin'mb'dhtlon nnd treat nient, free 
of charge, to all its citizens who desire 
to avail themselves of it. The beds avail-

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CORPORATIONS AND THE PEOPLE 

If n man lives in u house, in -which his 
forefathers lived before him, and the 
1 walls of which are fairly saturated with 
memories, and a railway company wants 
to inn its line through that house, lie 
must vacate, or the company will take it 
from him, paying hiin, of course, what a 
jury may think he is entitled to. If nfier 
the railway takes possession, that man 
and enough other men, to make up a 
majority of the community, want to take 
i the railway, they cannot do so. The cor- 
| potation, which has neither body nor 
! soul, nor feelings, nor ambitions, nor trn- 
i ditions nor anything else of that kind, 
has what nre called "the sacred rights of 
; capital" and must not be interfered with. 
Now, no reasonable objection can be tak- 
en to the rule under which a railway 
company, being presumably an nndertnk- 
I iiig in the public interest, is giveu 
! the right to take private property upon 
i paying for it what it is reasonably worth, 
i and as it is difficult, to put a cash value 
; on family sentiment we suppose that the 
! law can recognize between an ancient 
homestead and a modern dwelling of 
some citizen, lately grown rich enough to 
have a house. The public welfare must 
always transcend private interest. But 
: why should the application of the rule 
stop there? Why should it not be applied 
to the railway company, and why should 
not the public have the right to take 
I possession of its property, if, in the opin- 
i ion of the public, it is necessary in the 
! public interest that it should become 
I public property? There is a good deal of 
I "'public" in that question. but it 
[ is put there purposely, because wc want 
; to emphasise the point that the public of 
"right controls, or should put itself in a 
(position to control, everything which af- 
ifecis the general welfare of the people 
! at large. 

There are some people who will say 
on reading the above that it is Socialism; 
' but it is not. It is simply good, nld-fnsh- 
. ioned English law, not expressed, in- 
deed, in the language of the old statutes, 
but perfectly in accordance "with the old 
principles upon which our ancestors, sev- 
eral centuries ago, built up the British 
Constitution. You have perhaps read of 
the Statutes of Mortmain, without know- 
ing just what they were. Well, they 
were sundry enactments made a long 
time ago to keep the land of the country 
from passing under the control of Hie 
great ecclesiastical corporations. The 
v principle upon which these statutes were 
based was that with the ownership of 
land went certain duties of the lord, Un- 
der whom if was held, and the feudal 
lord was in those days the representative 
of the great body of the people. He was 
"the public." He held his lands under fee 
from Ihe king and his tenants held it 
under fee from him. Services to be ren- 
dered was the basis upon which the title 
to hind rested. While the powers vested 
in the king or the feudal baron, as Ihe 
case might be, were frequently exercised 
for Ilin promotion of personal ambition 
and the advancement of purely selfish 
ends, they were supposed to be employed 
for ihe general good. You may search 
the history of our race as far back as 
you like to discover Ihe origin of any of 
those principles of government, which 
we prize today, and you will find them 
rooted in the ancient customs of the 
realm. Magna Chart n was not an asser- 
tion of something new, hut a declaration 
of something old, that had been disre- 
garded by the monarchs of England. Our 
ancestors were wise in their day and 
generation and refused to permit the 
land of the country to pass into the 
hands of men, who were not bound to 
render service to the state when called 
upon to do so. The state was first. When 
Ave speak of Ihe public today, we mean 
the state, and nothing should be confer- 
red upon any man or body of men, 
which may not he controlled, or if need 
be taken from them upon justice being 
done, if it is necessary for the well-being 
id' Ihe slate. Neither property nor fran- 
chises should he held by corporations, ex- 
cept under such conditions that the state 
hns absolute right to control the manner 
in whicli that property is administered 
and those franchises are employed, if it 
becomes necessary to exercise it. 

We need n new Statute of Mortmain. 
The ecclesiastical corporations were un- 
doubtedly a menace to the public welfare 
In the past, but not more so than modern 
commercial corporations have already be- 
come to Ihe public welfare of the United 
Slates and nor than they may become in 
Canada. The Dominion is a country of 
vast jiossibiiities. It is rich in every- 
thing that goes to make up a grent na- 
tion. It is fitted to become the home of 
the most powerful people upon earth. 
But if it is to become these things, it 
must retain for the people the actuaT, as 
well as the nominal, sovereignty over 
their affairs. We are not opposed to the 
formation of great companies, handling 
vast sums of money and developing great 
undertakings. On the contrary we •would 
encourage them in every reasonable way; 
but what we think ought to be done is to 
make it clear by legislation that capital 
has no rights more sacred than the pub- 
lic welfare. Every franchise granted by 
a municipality, a province or the Domin- 
ion ought to be subject to the 'general 
right of the municipality, the province 
or the Dominion, ns the case (might be, 
to retake to itself the franchise and ad- 
minister it in the public interest, upon 
paying its owners just compensation for 
the value of Ihe property. Possibly we 
are not quite ready in Canada for a very 
wide application of the principle of pub- 
lic ownership. On this point there is 
room for differences of opinion, but there 
is no doubt that in the Interest of those 
who shall come nfter lis, and who will 
otherwise inevitably be brought face 
to face with the extremely unsatisfactory 



conditions existing in the United States, 
owing to the abuse by corporations 
of their powers, ' we ought n on- 
to assert the • supremacy of the state 
over nil corporate bodies, and place up- 
on our statute books measures that will 
prevent great privileges, which our 
complex civilization renders essential to 
our well-being, from being permanently 
controlled by associations of individuals, 
who, whatever they may be in private 
life, ns managers of corporations arc 
actuated by no motives other than the 
desire to get the most out of their pro- 
perty for their shareholders. 



LAW AND LIBERTY. 

"And I will walk at liberty, having re- 
spect unto thy precepts." This is a quo- 
tation from one of the Psalms. The 
man who wrote it knew something about 
human life. Half the lesson of the lives 
of the Old Testament worthies is lost be- 
cause people have been taught to regard 
them as something different from ordin- 
ary mortals. But they were just like the 
rest of us. Their lives were full of blund- 
ers; some of them were pretty poor kinds 
of people, and all we can learn from 
them is wdiat we can learn from the lives 
of others, who have failed to use advant- 
ages aright. Some few of them won out 
in the end, to use a colloquialism, and 
among them was King David, and he 
has given us the benefit of whnt he 
learned. As he passed through pretty 
nearly nil the experiences of which a 
man is capable, he is nhle to give us a 
lot of advice that is useful under all 
possible circumstances. He spoke as a 
man who knew. One of the things upon 
which he lays stress is the necessity of 
recognizing that there is such a thing as 
law. and that without law there can be 
no true liberty. There nre people now-n- 
days, who refuse to believe this. They 
would do away with all law. Certain in- 
dividuals with a thirst for notoriety and 
the money it brings in preach the doc- 
trine that all laws are wrong. We have 
in mind one of them. He is a writer who 
has recently jumped to the centre of the 
stage. How long he will remain there, 
now that it. has been pointed out that he 
steals the product of other people's 
brains and is not always careful to 
dress them up in language of his own, is 
another matter. But just now he is to a 
certain extent the vogue, and what he 
snys on social nnd economic subjects is 
given as much prominence ns type nnd 
printing ink can confer. He Is opposed 
to all law. He shows it by stealing other 
people's productions nnd palming them 
off as his own. Now of course .lack Eon- 
don knows very much more than David 
did. Wc must all admit that. David 
never did much. He only started in life 
as a shepherd hoy and founded a dynas-j 
ly. He only wrote songs that the world 
sings three' thousand years after his 
death and will probably continue to sing 
as long as the nice lasts. Let us dismiss 
such old fnggies from our minds. Let us 
pin our faith to Vincent Harper and peo- 
ple of bis tribe. They have got along as 
far as David did in the ways when he 
was an abomination in his own sight. 
Let us labor for the liberty of the law- 
less. Of course it is all an experiment; of 
course others hnve done the same thing 
before and come to destruction as a peo- 
ple. But above all things let us be mod- 
ern. Let us incline our hearts to the gos- 
pel of licence. What is marriage? Harper 
nnd Gorky will tell you that it is a monk- 
ish rite. What is the family? A 
mere capitalistic institution, say some 
of the new teachers. Let us disregard 
all these things; let us lie truly free. So 
preach the new teachers. With arguments 
that lend to such conclusions thousands 
of right-living people nre daily being 
misled. 

Rut there can be no liberty without 
law. Without law there would be chaos, 
whether in the physical, the social or the 
moral world, and chaos is not liberty. 
Let us apply the doctrine of law and lib- 
erty to an individual. Wc hear of men 
being slaves to their passions, of being 
bound by their prejudices, of being vic- 
tims of their excesses. Such men have 
endeavored lo enjoy liberty without law, 
and they have suffered the consequences, 
On the other hand, take the case of a 
man, who acknowledges the existence of 
laws that should govern his conduct. He 
is never a slave. He feels free to net. 
His passions nre under control; his pre- 
judices do not warp his judgment; his 
excesses do not cripple his strength nnd 
usefulness. Such men walk at liberty, for 
they hnve respect to the precepts which 
are ordained for the right government of 
their lives. 

What is true of I he individual is true 
of society at large. If evil rules in high 
places, society is in its grasp, it lias losl 
its freedom, it is being carried down- 
ward to destruction. There is only one 
direction in which we .arc free to move 
onward forever, and that is upward. The 
downward limit is not very far away. Al- 
most every man, who honestly looks into 
his own mind can see that it is not a 
very long step from what lie is to the 
.depth of baseness; but when he looks in 
Ihe other direction lie sees before him 
heights of perfection, which eternity 
seems hardly. long enough to enable him 
to scale. The upward way is the way of 
the law. It is free and boundless. The 
downward way is the way of death. It is 
short, sharp nnd sudden. The law of God 
is the very essence of life. Wc cannot go 
contrary to it and have liberty.

It secures 
better service. Strangers often speak of 
the courtesy and consideration with 
which the men on our trnmenrs treat 
passengers. Often it is spoken of in the 
newspapers of other cities. Some of 
those who mention it attribute it lo the 
better discipline prevailing in Cnnndn, 
but this is a mistake. It is because each 
man feels that he hns a personal interest 
in seeing that the company gives the 
public the service it is entitled to. But 
what, will be of even greater value to 
many people, the B. C. Electric Co.'s 
plan pays. The company saves in repairs 
and matters of that kind more than it 
pays hack to the employees. This is sen- 
sible profit-sharing. It is a system, where- 
by profits are assured that can he shar- 
ed.

EASTERN ROMANCE. 

'When we read the stories of Haroun 
al Baschid nnd other more or leas legen- 
dary worthies of past centuries, we arc 
accustomed to rank' them with the 
Fables of Aesop and other inventions of 
thnt class. Wc scarcclj' appreciate that 
they nre the distorted stories of a civilisa- 
tion, which bus almost passed away and 
of a national greatness, which, though 
we may surpass it in some directions, we 
do not equal in others, even in this far- 
advanced Twentieth Century. If wc 
were able to draw aside the veil, which 
years have interposed between us and 
Southern Asia of a thousand and more 
years ago, we would learn many things 
that would surprise us, nnd possibly jar 
upon the complacency with whicli wc 
arrogate to ourselves the honor of sitting 
upon the pinnacle of progress. In the last 
issue of the Illustrated London News 
are some pictures of very well preserved 
ruins in the island of Java. The prin- 
cipal one shows the Temple of Boro 
Boedocr as it stands now. Of this struc- 
ture Alfred Russell Wallace says: "The 
amount of human labor expended on the 
Croat Pyramids of Egypt sinks into in- 
significance when compnred with that re- 
quired to complete this sculptured hill 
temple." The structure covers nine acres 
and attains u height of 150 feel. It has 
three miles of beautifully carved alto 
and bao-relicfs and hundreds of statues. 
It was .apparently erected in the Ninth 
nnd Tenth Centuries, and is a Temple of 
Buddha. Tt is situated directly upon the 
Equator. 

This marvelous structure is of Hindu 
origin. Long ago — the dnte is lost in the 
mists of antiquity, the Hindus, that race 
of which we^ speak so lightly today, set 
out from Hindustan for the conquest of 
Java. Who the lender of the expedition 
was, what sort of n nation it was that 
he hail to overthrow, how long it took lo 
do it — all these things are unknown. The 
only thing certain is that the Hindus 
succeeded and established there a 'degree 
of refinement, far exceeding, if we may 
judge from Ihe chnrncter of Ihe worlc on 
the monuments, the most advanced evrr 
attained by the inhabitants of the Hin- 
dustan peninsula, where, there nre tem- 
ples and palaces that command the un- 
stinted admiration of mankind. Almost 
everywhere throughout the grent islnnd, 
which is about three times the area of 
Vancouver Island and has a population 



of more than 20,000,000, nre the re- 
mains of temples and other cd Slices of 
marvelous workmanship. Their exist- 
ence implies certain things. There must 
have been a long period of settled gov- 
ernment; there must have been a high 
development of artistic ideas and skill; 
there must have been enormous wealth 
nt the disposal of those in authority; 
there must hnve been intense religious 
fervor; there must have been millions of 
people in the enjoyment of whnt Was 
then the highest development of civiliza- 
tion. Such was Java ten centuries ngo. 
If we compare Europe of that day with 
Ibis island empire, we will be forced to 
assign it a place far in the rear, so far 
as the arts, philosophy and the science 
of governnieiitVare concerned. We are 
without any means of measuring the 
grandeur of the Japanese potentates; wc 
cannot appreciate the ideas, whicli in- 
spired the erection of these wonderful 
monuments in honor of the being whom 
they worshipped. . ' 

The truth is that we moderns of 
Europe and America are educated iu an 
exceedingly narrow school. We are 
taught about Greece nnd Borne. Nearly 
every school hoy can tell about those 
nations. We get a few scraps of history 
about Persia and Egypt. But the history 
of Southern Asia is a sealed book to 
most of us. Wp were never told in school 
that at a lime, when n cloud of ignor- 
ance and superstition hung so densely 
over Europe thnt wc have decided to cnll 
the time the Dark Ages, there were in 
Asia highly civilized states, whose rulers 
reached the very acme of achievement 
in the erection of buildings, whose philo- 
sophers had labored, and perhaps with n 
success far beyond what our own hnve 
attained, to solve the mysteries of life, 
deatii and creation. We all 
greatly need a wider view of the past. 
It would fit us much better to grapple 
with the problems of the present. We 
ought to know more of the Romance of 
the East, for it tells of the struggles of 
millions of our fellow beings to solve the 
problems nf life. We ought to know 
more of the philosophy of the East, 
for its students have penetrated further 
into mysteries than their modern success- 
ors or contemporaries in Europe and 
America. It is worth remembering that 
they were "wise men from the East" 
who came to Jerusalem seeking Him 
who was horn King of the .lews. If the 
story of the Magi is true, it is full of a 
significance far deeper than is usually 
attributed to it, If it is a pious fraud, 
as some over-wise people insist, then it 
shows thnt the influence of Eastern phil- 
osophy was so great, in the days when 
the Gospel of St.. Matthew wns written, 
that the writer of the tale of Bethelhem 
felt called upon to give authority to it by 
claiming that the wisdom of the East 
anticipated just such an event as thnt of 
which he told. 

It is quite possible thai the time may 
come when we shall be glad to sit nt Ihe 
feet of the ancient masters of philosophy,

THE STORY TELLER 



Charles G. D. Herberts la rapidly making 
u nam's 1 for .himself among those who think. 
He .will never .be a writer who will appeal 
to the mass or tlie people, for be loves to 
tell of tilings in -which Ihe Is Interested, the 
animals, the (lowers, the forest trees, or 
the glories ot tlie sunrise. In his annual 
stories be has laid bare, ns It were, tin: 
souls of tbe creatnres that be pictures for 
us. Tin? Jove nnd hate, the implicit faith or 
petty jealousy that Impels to tbe noble act 
or tbe despicable revenge; tbe picturing of 
these 'makes, Huberts' stories lake a bold 
upon the Imagination such as no others can. 
In "The Heart Thnt Knows" this author 
bus applied this power of analysis to t'be 
■people that go to make up an ordinary 
country village. Thoatory Is a most unusual 
one -.ind 60 entirely 'lifelike are tbe diame- 
ters that one cannot but look hack us one 
closes tlie.book and say thut tbe work lias 
been well done. 

While there is much to admire in Marie 
Corelll Ihere are always a number of notes 
which she strikes that seem to Jar the 
nerves in much tbe same way that many ot 
the Saukey hymns offend tbe taste of a 
nniiMenl artist. Both are made to appeal to 
the uncultivated multitude and by them 
are often considered as models of art. When 
this writer has deepened the Hues of 
thought in her girlish face nnd learned to 
look nt life with a broader vision she wjl 
become less popular but her writings will 
enrry greater weight. Even tlie author her- 
self would not. I Imagine, deny the fact 
thnt she writes with a purpose other than 
to amuse. The didactic element crops out 
everywhere nnd the prejudices, dislikes, 
nnd BWeeplng generalizations of a narrow 
mind Infuse themselves Into her characters. 
As an example tak» the character of Hey. 
.Mr. Arbronrh In her latest book "The 
Treasure of Heaven". The writer has a 
marked nntlpntbr to ritualists and temper- 
ance workers.

Evans, Colonel Frank Walker, Mr. 
Henry Jones, Dr. Nisbet, (chairman of 
the Junior Conservative club), Mr. T. 
H. Barker, the Belgian consul (Mons. 
E. Seve), Mr. C. Livingston, Dr. Cat- 
on, Mr. P. C. Danson, Mr. R. W. Ley- 
land, Alderman M. Hyslop Maxwell, 
Mr. A. H. Milne, Colonel Dobson, Mr. 
Ellis Edwards, Alderman C. H. Giles, 
Mr. A. Lawrence, and Mr. J. Gaffney. 
The Police band played during the re- 
ception and repast. 

After the loyal toasts had been duly 
honored, the Lord Mayor, in propos- 
ing "Our Guests," said he had aBked 
these threo distinguished gentlemen to 
accept the hospitality of the Town Hall 
because he considered that honor 
should be paid to whom honor was 
due. Under the auspices of the Liver- 
pool School of Tropical Medicine Pro- 
fessor Ross, Professor Boyce, and 
Dr. Todd had undertaken the investl- 
tion of sleeping sickness, towards 
which work the King of the Belgians 
contributed a sum equal to £4,000 
English. Having been satisfied with 
the work which was so effectively 
done and of such great value, His 
Majesty conferred upon these gentle- 
men- a decoration of a personal char- 
acter. Ho was sorry that Professor 
Boyce was not present. He had hoped 
to 'have attended this complimentary 
luncheon, but. his doctor forbade him 
to travel from Harrogate. Proceeding, 
he remarked that Professor Ross had 
just received the honorary degree o£ 
Doctor of Law at Aberdeen University 
(applause), while in 1902 he was 
awarded the Nobel prize for his dis- 
coveries in malaria. Dr. .1. L. Todd was 
n medical graduate of McGill Univer- 
sity, Canada. He had participated in 
several verv important expeditions of 
the Liverpool School of Tropical Medi- 
cine, ami had been Identified with the 
late Dr. Dutton in carrying out the ex- 
tensive study of sleeping sickness. 
Professor Boyce was the dean of the 
Tropical School, which owed its incep- 
tion to Sir Alfred Jones and Professor 
Boyce's energy. As chairman of the 
School of Tropical Medicine Sir Alfred 
Jones had brought to benr great bus- 
iness capacity, much foresight, un- 
bounded generosity, and an amount 
of onthusiasm. without which the work 
would have lacked much of Its force. 
The Tropical School had only been in 
operation since IS!)!), and by 1905 £-19,- 
000 had been collected. Never was 
money more profitably spent than this 
£4S,000. Sixteen expeditions bad been 
sent out to tropical and sub- tropical 
countries. About 900 cases of various 
tropical diseases had been treated at 
ii .special ward in the Royal Southern 
Hospital, Liverpool, and he was glad 
that they had the chairman of that 
hospital ' (Mr. Wm. Adamson) with 
them that day. Moreover, they were, 
honored with the presence of the Bel- 
gian consul, and through him he beg- 
ged to assure His Majesty the King of 
the Belgians of Liverpool's warni ap- 
. preciatlon of his gracious act. (Ap- 
plause). 

Royal Cheque. 

Sir Alfred Jones, in cordially second- 
ing the toast, read a translation of a 
letter from the secretary-general, 
Congo Free State, dated Brussels, Sep- 
tember 28th. It stated: "You made re- 
ference to the fact that if His Majesty 
Leopold II would consent to make an 
annual subscription of £1,000 for a 
period of five years, the Liverpool 
School of Tropical Medicine would be 
relieved of pecuniary dllllculties. 1 
have the honor to inform you that His 
Majesty the Sovereign King, respond- 
ing to this appeal, has authorized me 
to place at your disposal a sum of 
£ 1,000. We hope that this subscrip- 
tion will not be the last which might 
be made to tlio institute." 

A letter was read from Professor 
Boyce. who said the honor to himself 
and bis colleagues was really paid to 
the Liverpool School of Tropical 
Medicine. 

Professor Ross, in response, remark- 
ed that he had been previously honor- 
ed at the Town Hall during the Lord 
Mayoraltv of Mr. W. Watson Ruther- 
ford, M. I'. He should not only like to 
see all tropical diseases banished, but 
likewise all preventable diseases at 
home, such as measles, scarlet fever,, 
and chicken pox. He believed that by 
Hie discovery of the causes such dis- 
eases could all be wiped out. (Ap- 
plause). 

Dr. Todd, likewise acknowledging 
the toast, drew attention to the pro- 
posed memorial to Dr. Dutton, who 
had left a glorious example of self- 
sacTillce. (Applause). 

The Belgian consul expressed, in the 
name of King Leopold and his fellow- 
countrymen, their congratulations on 
the success of the Liverpool School of 
Tropical Medicine, which was known 
all over the world. 

The Lord Mayor directed that the 
following telegram should bo sent to 
King Leopold: "Grand Murlehal de la 
Cpur, Brussels, — Please convey to His 
Majesty the King of the Belgians the 
very hearty thanks of myself and the 
School of, Tropical Medicine for the de- 
corations conferred upon Professors 



Ross, Boyce, and Todd, and our warm 
appreciation of His Majesty's generous 
donation towards the noble work of 
stamping out direase. Am now giving 
luncheon party in honor of the three 
professors, and we present our re- 
spectful thanks to His Majesty.— From 
the Lord "Mayor of Liverpool." 

In the Liverpool Courier's report of 
the banquet occur the following refer- 
ences to our distinguished fellow 
townsman: v 

The Lord Mayor asked the company 
to drink cordially ami with enthusiasm 
the health of rrofossor Ross, Professor 
Boyce, and Dr. Todd. (Applause.) He 
said ho had asked those three disting- 
uished gentlemen to accept the hos- 
pitality of the Town Hall because he 
considered that they should pay honor 
to whom honor was due. (Applause). 
Under the auspices of the Liverpool 
School of Tropical Medicine Professor 
Ross, Professor Boyce and Dr. Todd

Dr. iT, L. Todd was a medical graduate 
of -McGill University, Canada. (Hear, 
hear.) He had participated in several 
very important expeditions of the 
Liverpool School of Tropical Medicine, 
and had been identified with the late 
Dr. Dutton in carrying out the exten- 
sive study of sleeping sickness, three 
years of which he spent in West 
Africa ill regions as far apart as tin- 
Congo and Senegal. Dr. Todd was dir- 
ector of the Tropical Research Labora- 
tories at Runcorn, and it was hoped 
he would shortly be able to take charge 
of a very important expedition that* the 
School was proposing to send to Cen- 
tral Africa.- (Applause.) Professor. Ross, 
who responded to the Lord Mayor's 
toast said that "it must be particular- 
ly gratifying to Dr. Todd to be so hon- 
ored in his own city" — which is hard- 
ly In accordance with the facts. Dr. 
Todd's own observations are thus re- 
ported : 

Dr. Todd also responded, and point- 
ed out that it was . proposed to estab- 
lish a research scholarship to the late 
Dr. Dutton, who gave his life In con- 
nection with tropical research. (Hear, 
hear.) The subscription list towards 
this object would shortly be made pub- 
lic, and he trusted that there would be 
a liberal response. (Applause.) 

The following extracts from recent 
English papers will oe very interest- 
ing reading to many Victorians who 
have the pleasure of the acquaintance 
of their brilliant young townsman Dr. 
J. L. Todd. The first is from the Lon- 
don Times and is as follows: 

Brussels, August 23. 
■In view of the alarming nature of 
the recent reports with regard to the 
spread of sleeping sickness in Africa 
and of the fact that an expedition or- 
ganized by the Liverpool School of 
Medicine has been studying this dis- 
ease for three years in the Congo, Sir 
Alfred Jones, president of the school, 
requested an audience of the King of 
the Belgians In order to confer with 
him upon the subject. In a recent let- 
ter to the secretaries of the reform 
committee King Leopold referred to 
his deep Interest in .this matter, and, 
besides offering a prize of 200,nnnf 
(£ 8,000) for the person who should 
discover a remedy, he has placed a 
credit of 300,000f. (£12.000) In the 
Congo estimates for the purpose of 
prophylactic research. 

The committee of the school .were 
received today at the Palace at noon. 
The representatives present included 
the president. Sir Allied Jones, Pro- 
fessor Ronald Ross, C. B., F. R. S.. 
Professor Boyce, F R. S., Dr. J. W. 
W. Stephens, Dr. J. D Todd. Mr. R. 
Xewstead, Dr. Evans, and Mr. A. H. 
Milne. The King gave a moat atten- 
tive hearing to the views of the ex- 
perts of the school on the necessity 
of preventing the further spread of 
sleeping sickness. He agreed with Sir 
A. Jones that the question was one of 
international importance, and said that 
as far as he was concerned he was 
prepared to do all in bis power to re- 
lieve both the white and black popula- 
tion from the terrible dread of this 
scourge. His Majesty asked the Liver- 
pool School to submit to him a scheme 
for the prevention of trie disease, and 
this request will be acted upon as 
soon as possible. He has promised his 
co-operation if it is in any way feas- 
ible or practical. The King expressed 
in high terms his appreciation of the 
energetic worlc now nelng carried on 
by the school and of the thorough man- 
ner in which its expeditions are work- 
ed. In conclusion, to show the value he 
placed upon that work, he bestowed 
the Order of Leopold upon Professor 
Ross, Professor Boyce, and Dr. J. L. 
Todd, the nast-named of whom work- 
ed on trypanosomiasis in the Congo 
Free State for three years.

fore the ratepayer*. W« have never been 
short of water. We have outgrown t lie 
system of distribution. Those llrs-t on the 
line have Interrupted the supply dno- to 
others less fortunate, and' the waste M9 
been out of all proportion to that which is 
fairly used. As to the quality, Mr. Adams 
says: "The showing Is very .favorable to 
Victoria, Its standing being in the entire 
list or 135 cities 'Jilrd In the-' order ot 
merit, the storage fulfilling all the condi- 
tions which. In the light or present knowl- 
edge, are considered necessary to remove 
it rrom any suspicion of dangerous contam- 
ination." 1 ' i , , 

The proposed hv-inw Is a well considered 
endeavor to 'make the best practical Dm 1 
of the property we actually possess; t' 
devop Its possibilities and to determine, 
after proved experience, whether there I* 
likely to he any do8e(6ney in the Immediate 
future, Its probable extent and the be.-r 
means of meeting it. Now. with this view 
the mayor proposes to remedy the obvious 
defects and the present obsolete system: 
to run a main from the lake to the centre 
or »he leading distributing arteries. If they 
are sufficient to feed them to their fu I 
capacity. Whether source of supply may 
be ultimately decided upon it will tap this 
pipe In Its course and probably no part of 
It would ceafe to be Useful.

the-. present time. Assuming that there is 
$10,000,000 worth of burnable property in 
im city, and that the difference between 
the improved risk mid the present rate will 
ho at least one-third of IS Per cent, (which 
Is, In the opinion or the -writer, a very low 
estimate ) What would this amount to 
in one year to he paid for by our mow 
overburdened taxpayer, Nothing at all. 
only, the small sum or yiO.OOO. a sufficient 
sum to pay Interest and sinking fund 911 
nearly $300,000; enough to bring In a sup- 
ply from the Highlands at h pressure satis- 
factory to the tire underwriters and every- 
body else, mid without the use of filters 
and' pumps, and' which In Itself is 11 con- 
siderable saving. How far will 11 supply 
from Elk lake meet with these demands. 
Being Of Insufficient altitude, I.e., .10(1 feet 
above the level of the sea or 180 nboyo 
Douglas street at the city hall.

PUBLIC DINNERS. 

Toronto News. 

There is a general impresion that pub- 
lic dinners as we have them 111 Canada 
were introduced into the country 1 torn 
Britain by that eminent general. .lames 
Wolfe, who, we are told, died hero vic- 
torious. The honor of plant log the din- 
ner 011 these few- arpeiits of snow, added 
to' the fame of capturing Quebec, might 
well keep his memory green, particularly 
among those medical practitioners who 
pay special attention to deliberate livers 
in fast young men. 

it is quite certain by internal evidence, 
moreover, that there were no public din- 
ners among the French before the tcap- 
ture of the ChtUeau Krontenac, for the 
French, evidently, were unable to keep 
the Wolfe from the door. Yet we believe 
that the germ of the festivity we all love 
so much is even olden- than the British 
invasion, though no doubt Wolfe Intro- 
duced many of the "tidies" wherein the 
dinner of today, or rather of tonight, 
abounds. The painted savage of the wood 
was strong 011 feasts, followed by ora- 
tory. But usually there -was only one 
course, roasted white dog, though each 
guest was expected to eat until the lust 
morsel of . the feast was devoured, even 
though his Stomacli felt as heavy as a 
keg of nails. If. therefore, anyone is en- 
titled to royalties on the idea of public 
banquets we believe the Indian and Gen- 
eral Wolfe should split them, one having 
provided the idea and the other the de- 
velopment of that idea. 

We regard the dinner of thc.se days as 
a glorious proof of human good nature. 
As a rule it is hold in the evening. Eight 
is the hour on the invitation, but the 
blue points on the half-shell never come 
until eight-thirty. .Most of the guests go 
home from business at ."> O'clock in the 
afternoon, put on evening clothes,' ami 
then,- its befits their, costumes — wait. 
They beguile their waiting with clog bis- 
cuit or other light food, and a . glass, of 
water, but get too hungry and so dine 
with* the family. Then- they go to (he pub- 
lic dinner resolving to' eat nothing save 
a little ice cream. But resolutions are 
forgotten. Eacli one of those who lias 
had dinner at home sits beside a man 
who seemingly has not tasted food for 
days. The example is contagious. Every- 
one takes everything, oysters, soup, fish, 
entree, punch, turkey, pudding, ice cream 
sauterne, claret, champagne, nnd arrives 
at the coffee and cigars feeling like n 
cow who has taken a drink of water af- 
ter heavy meal of green cornstalks. 
He thinks of King John, who died after 
a surfeit, nnd wonders what Doctor 
Smith's telephone number is. 

But such gloomy thoughts haste away 
when the chairman and toast master rises 
in majesty to propose the health of the 
Kiiig. This is the most popular toast of. 
the evening because no one replies to it. 
The singing of the National Anthem as- 
sists digestion to some slight extent, and 
prepares the guest to hear twenty speech- 
es, all very long, and most of them very 
dry, about things which he understands 
rather bettor than the speakers do. The 
Umpire, Canada. The Army and Navy, 
The Ladies, The Press, till must be "re- 
cognized," and in eftch case some stam- 
mering Cicero must waste everyone's 
time in a painful attempt to be oratori- 
cal or funny according to circumstances, 
and so the honor goes on until oue or 
two o'clock.

We 
see no special merit In 11 speech which 
says: "From the roekbound const of 
Xova Scotia lo where the Douglas [line 
lifts his fronded head above the majestic 
Pacific." A man who feels that way 
would clo better hy reciting "MnrCO Boz- 
y.aris "or Casabinnea-." Again there are 
too many toasts. "The King," •'Canada" 
and "Our Guest" should be enough for 
any dinner no mutter how patriotic. At 
least "The Press" could be abolished. 
The journalist compelled to respond to 
that toast is like the insurance man be- 
fore the insurance commission. He 

hales to talk shop when he is not at 
Ihe onlce. Moreover, for oil be knows, 
some of the met! who arc complimenting 
him and his business in this silly toast 
may not advertise, and therefore are Im- 
proper persons. The journalist should 
be careful of his associates. 

Lastly, a dl ' thai is not over ul 

hnlfspast ten, or at the- latest, eleven 
o'clock, is 1111 unmitigated nuisance, a 
time-wasting bore, and several' other 
things of equal unpleasantness which it 
is unnecessary for us to name. 

We would not abolish the public din- 
ner, but we would fain have 11 an occa- 
sion of pleasure and social delight in- 
stead of a dreary coroner's iiicjiiest with- 
out even a Qrst-clnsa corpse to awaken 
a flicker of interest.

. MR. DOQ LEY ON THE PRESS. 

He Tells What the Papers Do to Presi- 
dents, Potentates and the Public 

Everybody, nearly, has laughed with 
Mi: Dooley, the philosopher of Archoy 
road, and though tho reflections of the 
sage with the brogue were looked for 
in fvain during the past year, they are 
once more to delight the -public. F. P. 
Dunne, the real Dooley, is now ono of 
the editors of the American Magazine, 
and in the October nutnDer he returns 
to the stylo of work tnat made hlin 
famous when ho \vas a Chicugo news- 
paper roporter. The following extracts 
from the magazine article give some of 
Mr. Dooley's views on tho power of the 
press: 

"People tell yo they uon't care what 
Is said about thim in print. Thoy don't 
if It's pleasant. If ye said a man was 
a greater poto thin Sliakespoaro, a 
greater gin'ral thin Napolyou, a 
greater statesman thin Thomas Jeffer- 
son, he'd have a feelln' that ye done 
him scant justice on'y because if ye 
didn't ye'er readers vvud indignantly 
stop th' pa-apcr. Yo nlver rend Iv 
annybody wrltin' In tnat h.ls attlntlon 
has "been called to a paragraph praisln' 
him an' regrettln' thnt stuff lias been 
published about him that shud be kept 
f'r his tombstone. But if ye print u 
squib down In. th' rlgnr hand coiner iv. 
th' twolfth page following pure adver- 
tisln' matther to th' gin'ral effect that 
his past life in Missoury is known to 
th' idltor he'll bo around that motnin' 
with a gun nn' a' lawyer." 

"I take all th' pa-apers an' read thlin 
fr'm end to end. I don't bcMsve a bad 
thing they print about army iv me 
frinds, but I believe Ivrything about 
annybody else. Many a man I don't 
know'd be surprised to hear I wudden't 
speak to him on account iv what I 
think I know iv bim, I'm personally 
acquainted with ivry prominent man in 
tho wurruld through th' pa-apers, but 
I cudden't swear there was Ivor such a 
person as Tlddy Itasenfelt. I nlver see 
him. So far as I'm concerned, Hin- 
nlssy, th' man that's prisldent iv ye an' 
me an'.sivlnty million others was made 
Ifr a newspaper oflico be some bright 
young fellow In his -shirt sleeves and 
stnokin' a corn cob pipe. He happened 
to-be feelin' good so ue made an at- 
thractive cbarackter. Buc tn' rale Tlddy 
Rosenfelt instead av oeln a short, 
thickset man, with row 3 iv llashin' 
teeth, a cheerful demeanor an' a pugy- 
naclous disposition, may bo a long, 
lean man with red side whiskers, no 
teeth at all an' scared to deatli iv Sic- 
rotary Shaw. Some day th' young fel- 
low that made bim may make him over 
an' thin I'll have another busted idol. 
It's th' same with William Jennings 
Bryan, with th' Czar, King- Edward, or 
annybody else. They're all made out 
in newspapers th' way ye'er little boy 
makes a cocked hat an' thin turns it 
into a boat. Desthroy th' newspapers 
an' they'd disappear like th' figures oft 
a kinetyscope .screen. They're alive 
while th' ink lasts; they're dead th 
mlnit tho iditor says: 'We pass on to 
tho nlxt cage.' Be hivens, Hlnnlssy, If 
I can't believe what I road about peo- 
ple l< don't know; I'm a lo.st man." 

This Is Mr. Dooley's Impression of a 
magnate "all spattered and torn"-: 

"Th". printed wurrud! What can I 
do against it'.' Lean buy a gun to pro- 
tect mo against me Inimy. I can 
ohanga me name to save me fr'm th' 
gran' jury. But there's no escape f'r 
good man or bod fr'm th' printed .wur- 
rud. It follows me wheriyer I go an' 
sthrlkes me down in church, in me of- 
fice, In irur very home. Theret was me 
frin'd Jawn D. • ■ Three , years ago he 
seemed Insured, against punishment 
ayether here or hereafter. . A gappy 
man, a relligous man. He hud squared 
th' legislatures, th' coorts, th' pollyti- 
cians, an' th' Baptist clergy. Ho saw 
th' dollars hoppln' out Iv ivry lamp 
chimbley in th' wurruld an' hurryln' 
to'rd him. His heart was pure, seein' 
be had nlver done wrong save In th' 
way iv business. His head was hair- 
less but unbowed. Ivry Mondah morn- 
ln' I read iv him leadin" a chorus iv 
'Onward Christyan sogers marchin' f'r 
th' stuff." Ho was at peace with th' 
wurruld, th' flesh, an' th' dlvvle. A 
good man! What cud barm bim? An' 
so it seemed he might pro-ceed to th' 
grave whin, lo an' behold, up . In his 
path leaps a lady with a pen in hand 
an' off goes Jawn D. f'r th' tall tim- 
bers. A lady, mind yo. dips a pen into 
an Inkwell! there's an explosion, an' 
what's left iv Jawn D. an' his power 
wudden't frighten crows away fr'm a 
cornfield. Who's afraid iv Rockyfeller 
now? Th' prlsidlnt hits him a kick, a 
counthry grand jury Indicts him, a 
goluf caddy overcharges him. an' whin 
be comes back fr'm Europe he has as 
many pollsmen to meet him on th' pier 
as D'oc Owens. A year ago. annybody 
wud take bis money. Now if lie want- 
ed to give It oven to Chancellor Day 
he'd have to meet him In a barn at 
midnight." 

Mr. Dooley ftblnks that our public 
men must resort to the political "In- 
telligence" office. He says: 

"Whin a stute wants to III let a gov- 
ernor or a city a mayor, they don't go 
as wanst they did to th' most graceful 
tax dodger In th' community f'r ad- 
vice but apply to th' Pollytlckal In- 
telligence Office set up by me frind 
Lincoln Steffens. No wan can get a 
Job without a cbarackter fr'm him: 
'Grover Cleveland, honest but grumi 
don't get along with other servants an' 
is disposed to lecture his masters; in- 
dusthrees but not very bright; wud 
make a good judge in a probate court; 
since lavln' bis last place has been 
keepin" bad comp'ny.' 

" * Thaydore Rosenfelt; excellent 
man iv all wurruk, honest, sober, but 
a little quarrelsome. Sometimes tbrles 
too hard to please all his employers 
at wanst; wants do too much f'r 
thim at oilier tlwes an' has been 
known to compel thim to take a bath 
when they didn't need It. Wild make 
an excellent watchman f'r lb' front 
dure, but doesn't pay much attention 
to th' back iv th' house. Very well 
satisfied with his present position, but 
may have to make a change,' 'Willum 
Jennings Bryan; has been a second 
man f'r ten years, a position to which 
he is well suited. Wud like to im- 
prove his condition. Uheerful, econ- 
omical, but nol to be thrusted with 
silver.' " 

"No, sir, as Hogan says, I care, nol 
who makes th' laws or th' money iv a 
counthry so long, as 1 run th' presses. 
Father Kelly was talkln' about if th' 
other day. 'There ain't anything like 
It and there nived was,' says he. 'All 
th' priests In this atocese together 
preach to about a hundhred thousand 
people wunst a week, an',' he says, 'all 
th' papers preach to- three mllyun 
wanst a day, aye, twinty times a day,' 
says lie. 'We give ye bell on Sundaha 
an' they give ye hell all th' time,' he 
says. ' "i'ls a wonuerrul thing,' ho 
says. It's got Death beat a mile in 
leyelln' ranks. No man, be lie king or 
potlnjate, or milkman, is army bigger 
or finny littler thin what ye see Iv him 
In th' paiiers. Yo say it Invades our 
privacy. But so does lb' pollsman, 
on'y he carries a warrant :m' th' press 
nabs us f'r crimes that are too intelli- 
gent f'r th' polis to understand. It 
rules be flndln' out what th' people 
want, an' if they don't want annythlng 
It tells thim what it wants thim to 
want it to tell thim. It's against all 
tyrants but Itsllf, an' It has th' boldest 
iv thim orookin' th' knee to It." 



I IN CONCLUSION

As I' have now practically come to the 
end of my subject, the need of cheaper 
labor and more of it in British Columbia 
and the means by which we may obtain 
it from other than oriental sources, it 
will perhaps bo timely for me to notice 
some of the objections to my theories, 
and some of the alternative suggestions 
made in response to my writings. 
. To the many who hilve written mo 
privately endorsing my position, I can 
only say "think you." 1 knew that a 
large number of my fellow citizens 
would agree with me, and I have riot 
been disappointed. To some of the 
others I would say that if they were 
really anxious lo "participate in nn im- 
portant discussion" it would be well if 
they would read the article which they 
propose to answer. This method would 
save trouble and enable them to avoid 
mistakes. 

So far I have not heard from anyone 
who disputed my main contentions that 
British Columbia wants more labor and 
does not want any more Chinese. There- 
fore wo may take this, much as admitted, 
unless we except n gentleman who seems 
to think that ".Tolin" Chinaman is better 
ill the house than an English working 
woman. This gentleman appears lo have 
this view to himself, but 1 will say for 
him as much as this, li* you are going 
to expect an English working woman to 
cut the wood, draw tho water, and do 
some niau's work ar, well as all the wo- 
man's work, then he Is right. I want the 
State-aided boys from the Old Country 
to do the chores and help the Knglisli 
working woman in just such things as 
these. The misconceptions which appear 
to have arisen, and they are most of 
them in one Ietler are (1) that the I 
scheme for emigrating State children 
was the only one suggested. It is ex- 
pressly stdfed in my article that this is I . . , n ... 
not the only scheme, but typical of those f 
which seem to promise success. Similar ll ! iy™** J- 
sclTcmes for the compulsory emigrn- 5j'f5. »"7i"? 
tion of England's state-aided poor of 
adult age have been propounded, and this 
one was selected principally because 
chore hoys and young help-maids (to 
coin a word) are very badly needed. 

A more serious misconception is that. 
English poor must, because thev are 
starving or badly in want of worlc, ne- 
cessarily be vicious or diseased. 

il it an earlier article it was pointed 
out that the unemployed were of three 
cluSseS,\(l) those incapable of work from 
age or infirmity; (2) those unwilling to 
work from cussedness; (8) nnd those 
who are willing and able to work. It is 
onlv from this last class that it was sug- 
gested that British Colnmbin should 
draw her' emigrants and in the scheme 
submitted ns a specimen it is clearly 
laid down that the colony which agrees 
to take these emigrants would have the 
privilege of choosing which she will take. 

These Slate children, as was pointed 
out at the time, are not of the criminal 
class, neither nre they infirm or diseased. 
Thoy nre (1) orphans who have been tak- 
en care of by the State, (2)- children 
deserted bv their parents and adopted. bj 
the State, 'or (3) children removed by the 
Stafe from ■ vicious, surroundings for tin- 
express purpose of making and kccpiu; 
them honest. I may lie allowed to ponn 
out here, though I did not think -it W0nJ( 
be necessary in British Columbia in ft; 
honesty Is not Ihe virtue, of the well H 
do only, or vice, consequent upon pov- 
erty, the. special attribute of the British 
people. . - . . -• 

None of Che settlers who come here to 
work-, come because 4 they are too well fl- 
at home, and I cannot, see why a starv- 
ing GalTiclan from the slums of Cracow 
should he more honost ,or acceptable 
here than an equally poor Englishman 
from the slums of London. 

Again, though it will tnke something 
considerably less than ten years to make 
an adult working man of tho state chil- 
dren suggested, a boy of fourteen .would 
be 11 very acceptable person upon many 
ranches in this country ns Air. \\ ilson s 
sensible letter suggests. ,, 

I have nothing to say against the 
Hindus, except thnt 1 prefer white peo- 
ple, if the" white people cannot ihe got, 
I know of nothing better than these men, 
who are our fellow subjects, and have 
stood bv.us as loyally in our Eastern 
troubles^ but they are nt present no 
cheaper than the Chinese, they have 
already, 1 am credibly informed, found 
employment, nnd in, doing so have filled 
the places which might have been filled 
by while men. Mr. Wilson's suggestion 
deserves careful consideration. To some 
extent his scheme is the same winch 
brought relief to Southern California 
when the exclusion of Chinamen m that 
state caused trouble in the fruit-canning 
and other industries, only that in Cali- 
fornia the families imported were ot 
Italian origin. 

The difficulty in Mr. W ilson s scheme 
seems to me to be that there is no secur- 
ity in il for the fanner, who gives his 
live acres, nor sufficient inducement in 
five acres lo keep a family, if that fam- 
ily sees a chance of bettering itself by 
I leaving. 

I At the end of five years as 1 under- 
stand Mr. Wilson's suggestion, the 
farmer would give nn absolute title to 
live acres of cleared land and collage 
upon, his farm, to n family which until 
then had worked for him for wages; a 
gift possibly worth $1,000 and one which, 
if the recipient, of it were Unfriendly, 



leaves what he has saved to those bo 
cares most for, or a sin in them if they 
benefit by what he leaves? 

If not why inveigh against tho rich, 
even if they use carriages (that gives 
employment to others) so long as they 
use thnt which they have honestly. If 
the money is come by honestly, by work, 
for merit, or by inheritance, why should 
it he discreditable to its owners? A 
vast number of the rich wcro themselves 
working men, nnd earned their dollars 
as honestly as A. E. C. enrris" his, and 
many of them give away a larger pro- 
portion of their wealth to tho poor than 
thehy critics do. 

A. E. C. assumes that I am pleading 
for myself, because I feel the squeeze 
and want cheaper labor for myself. 

It in not pleasant to have one's per- 
sonal affairs brought into public notice, 
but for the sake of showing a, no doubt, 
honest man how he may misjudge his 
neighbors let 1110 tell A. E. C. that tho 
price of labor matters probably less to 
me than to most men. 

I farm for pleasure, nnd have nlways 
done so nt a loss. I employ, whenever 
I can get them, white men, although I 
can get Chinamen cheaper. I have done 
so consistently for many years. If I 
choose I could sell my farm or lot it go 
out of cultivation and he a good many 
hundred dollars a year richer by so do- 
ing-. England or the continent of Europe 
with Its cheap labor, or even au hotel 
here are all open to me, and in any of 
them my money, earned by my pen 
which is independent of cheap labor or 
Inherited from men who made it hon- 
estly, wolfid provide nie with more lux- 
ury than if: .does on Pier Island. 

But I have chosen to throw in my 
ish Columbia. I have chosen 
m and 'find .employment, for 
fellow countrymen; and in 
these Inst few days to plead for the em- 
ployment of white men of my own race 
instead of "orientals. 

Wherein have I sinned, or how does 
my plea for. cheaper labor to do those 
works which the men now in British 
Columbia arc too well off to undertake, 
show a desire to servo my own material 
interests? 

Dear Mr. A. 'E. C. remember, whether 
you are n working man or a capitalist, 
that fair piny is an obligation to a 
Briton. Exact it from others, but also 
give it to others, and do not lend your- 
self to the increase of a class hatred 
which must result in untold misery for 
nil classes in the community. Capital 
may not have the same voting power ns 
labor, but capital is more easily dis- 
placed. Suppose for n moment that So- 
sinlist doctrines prevailed in British Col- 
umbia nnd that, ns n result of them,- nn 
arbitary wage was decided upon as n 
minimum for which people would work, 
and that wage one which capitalists did 
not feel that they could profitably pay, 
what would be the result? In a month 
the men who wcro using their capital 
in Canada to carry on industries to sup- 
my the wants of Canada, would trans- 
fer their capital to Japan or some oth- 
•r place" where labor was reasonably 
cheap, and make more money by manu- 
facturing out of the country, than they 
could by manufacturing in it. 

All labor- is "ot worth the same 
wages, or I should earn the same as 
Air. Itudvard Kipling, and. no man will 
pay out "of his capital more than will 
leave him some balance of profit for the 
risks he takes. 

If the profits of capital nre some- 
limes large, the risk attaching to the 
industry are all taken by cnpitnl and 
none by labor. But this is too big a 
subject to enter upon at this period. Let 
those who doubt look into the matter 
closely, and they will find that capital 
and labor are essentinl to each other 
in the production of wealth, and that 
any attack upon, capital honestly used, 
is in the worst .Interests of thnt labor for 
which it and it alone can open mines, 
build railways, make machines, and gen- 
erally set the pot boiling. 

The man who drives capital out of a 
country, not only ruins thnt country, hut 
he drives the bread from his own door.

But while helium 

exists in bulk on the sun it has hitherto 

prpvecl extremely rare .ill the natural 

state on the earth. One of the few 
. places where it occurs is in the exhala- 
tions of the Bath springs. An announce- 
ment is made, however, by Doctors 

Hamilton Cndy and David Macfarland, 

nf the University of Kansas, which may 

prove of immense importance, and it is 

to the effect that in a Bow of natural gas 

at Dexter, in Kansas, they have found 

what is really n considerable percentage 

of helium. The flow of natural gas was 

found some three years ago, and for a 

long time was regarded as commercially 

unprofitable because it was with such 

difficulty induced to burn. The whole 

difficulty arose from the fact that the 

gas contained only a little over 15 per 

cent of combustible constituents. On 

examination it was fpund that in addi- 
tion to a large amount of nitrogen it 

contained some inert residual gas; and 

further .analysis has revealed that it 

contains no less than l.S-4'per cent of 

■helium. This surprising discovery has 

led to the investigation of other natural 

gases, and though none hns revealed so 

large a percentage of helium, all have 
shown some. A, paper giving the results 

of inquiry all over the gasfields is to 

be published. [Meanwhile, Doctors Cndy 
and Mn'cfnrland conclude, "Wo feci we 
bave here a f.ery unusual opportunity for 
obtaining helium'iii practically unlimited 

quantities, and as we have worked out 
details for its separation, we shall have 

a large amount prepared, and shall at- 
tempt its liquefaction." 

A comparison between the crust of 

the earth and a shrivelled apple has for 

very mnny years been regarded as n sat- 
isfactory explanation alike of the earth's 

mountain ridges and valleys, as well as 

of 'the great earthquake movements and 
the consequent volcanic eruptions. All 

changes of the earth's crust have, in 

6hort, been assumed to be due to the act 

of. .cooling. , Hut among the new ideas 

which have arisen with the Twentieth 

Century, and which have discovered new 

causes for the continued warmth of the 

earth, is one which casts a doubt on the 

assumption that the earth is cooling; 

nnd which throws us back on the old 

speculation whether the core of the earth 

may not after all be fluidf.- The Ucv; 

Osmund Fisher many years ago showed 

that tlie shrinkage of the earth due to 

the cooling of the crust was' quite in- 
adequate to account for the mountain 

folds observed upon .the earth; but Fish- 
er's conclusions on the semi-fluidity of 

the earth's interior succumbed to Lord 

[Kelvin's proposition that the tidal 

strains on an interior volume of fluid 

would he too great for the crust of the 

earth to sustain. Fishcd's old hypothe- 
sis, however, receives a certain amount 
of support from the new investigations 

which have been made of the rigidity of 

tbe earth by Professor J. J. See, and 
which have been published in the Astro- 

nomische Nachrichten. Professor See 
eays that though he spenks as nn as- 
tronomer, it. seems to. him that the ge- 
ologists abandoned ton easily the theory 
of the interior fluidity of the earth. Tn 
the first place, though the rigidity of the 
earth has been shown by him to be 
about equal to that of armor-plntc steel, 
yet the earth's rigidity docs not really 
disprove internal fluidity. Even if one 
supposed the earth's interior to be liquid 
the pressure to which it is subjected Is 
Bo great that the tidal surgings of the 
nucleus tending to deform the crust 
would be comparatively ineffective; nnd 
af the crust of solid rock like granite be 
moderately thick it is doubtful if the 
yielding would be sufficient to reduce 
Bcnsibly the theoretical height of the 
fortnightly tides of the ocenn. 
I From Professor See's hypothesis we 
imay not, however, make the inference 
i(ngainst wheih he especially warns us) 
that there is any free circulation of cur- 
rente within the fluid nucleus. The 
rigidity depending on pressure is too 
peat for that; and indeed this pressure 
M so great that, as Arrhenius has point- 
fid out, the matter at the core of the 
jrlobo might well be gaseous, , though it

If- Mr,' Shenstohc is se- 
vere, he none the less keeps an open 
mind. "For," says he, "if we accept the 
decision that the results of experiments 
justify us in concluding that no living 
organism arises in these days except as 
the descendant of a pre-existing organ- 
ism we must not, as Huxley reminded a 
previous generation, transform this de- 
cision into a dogma or presume to as- 
sert definitely that no process of spon- 
taneous generation of life has ever oc- 
curred in the past history of (he earth, 
or that no process will ever take place 
in the future. All we are justified in 
saying is that we have no solid ground 
for believing that living matter has been 
produced from non-living mailer in the 
laboratory up to this day," Clearly, 
Professor Shcnstonc is not a nco-vitnlist.

Do the professions promise a field for 
the accumulation of great wenlth? is n 
question frequently pondered by young 
men who are casting about for the best 
opening in life. Do they rank, in a fin- 
ancial way, with business enterprises in 
■these diiys when keen business judgment 
brings such vast returns? 

It might be suggested, in replv, that 
an attorney's fee of $750,000 in a" single 
case indicates that money can be made 
"«t the practice of law. Professor Lorenz 
for bis treatment of little Lolitn Armour 
received $78,000. Other recent instances 
of grout legal and medical foes are 
known, so that it appears that fame 'is 
not unattended by money in either pro- 
fession.

Mr. Johnson is not unaccustomed to 
big fees himself. It is commonly under- 
stood that his services as counsil for the 
Northern Securities company three years 
ago, in the celebrated case that attract- 
ed widespread attention, were rewarded 
by a payment of something like $50,000, 
iiltlioiigh ho was only one of a number 
of high-priced lawyers engac-d. 

The total cost of that litigation reach- 
ed enormous figures. This was natural, 
because the Northern Pacific stock which 
Messrs. E. H. Harimaii and Winslow S. 
Pierce alone put into the combination 
was valued at $7l),000;000; 

While Mr. Johnson ordinarily receives 
large fees, he frequently handles cases nt 
u very moderate charge. He seems more 
interested in working out obscure law 
points than in making money, nnd at 
times takes cases that promise little in 
the way of fees, if thuy interest him. 

Some years ago he sued a client for u 
fee of $1,405,50, not because of the 
amount, but because of the principle 
involved, and upon filing the suit promis- 
ed tn turn over all that was awarded 
Ilim to charity. 

lOnce, it is said, he was hnnded a 
check for $°,5,000 for a successful argu- 
ment of some fifteen minutes that lie had 
made before the Supreme court of the 
United States, in behalf of a Pennsylvan- 
ia coal company, Mr. Johnson returned 
the check, staling Unit .fO.OOO would be 
enough for his services. 

Some remarkable charges have been 
made by physicians of recent years. In 
1002 the claim of Dr. Walter C. Brown- 
ing, of Philadelphia, against the estate 
of the bite Senator Christopher L. Ma- 
gee, of Pittsburg, was aired in court in 
the latter city. 

Dr. Browning's claim was for $11)0,- 
070 as payment for services during 
several years of Mr. Magee's illness. 
During the trial one of the doctor's at- 
torneys stated that a total of .«:!.")(>,- 
000 would be demanded of the estate, 
the amount over and beyond the regular 
bill being the proceeds of cash which 
Mr. Mngee was alleged to have invested 
for his physician out of gratitude. 

Judge .7. W. Over, of the Orphans' 
court, awarded Dr. Browning $29,239.25, 
which was later increased to $34,108.18. 

Most persons will recall the journey of 
Dr. Adolf Lorenz, of Vienna, to Chicago 
in 1002 to operate upon the little daugh- 
ter of J. Ogilen Armour. Later the dis- 
tinguished surgeon made a second visit. 
For these trips he was paid .$78,000, not 
including his expanses. 

The first operation lasted half an hour, 
and consisted of the "manual reduction of 
a congenial dislocation.'' From her birth 
little Miss Armour's hip had been out of 
joint, and it was to remedy this that the 
famous Austrian surgeon was called 
across the Atlantic. 

Nine months later he came over again 
to remove the plaster cast. This was u 
task requiring but a few minutes, and 
might easily have been performed by any 
of a number id' local physicians. 
"< flic crippled child, however, happen- 
ed to be- heiress to more, than $30,0011,000 
and the expenditure of ,$78,000 for sur- 
gical treatment was a mere bagatelle. 

This large fee of Professor Lorenz, 
however, was exceeded, it is said, by the 
amount which Mr. Flagler paid Dr. Shel- 
ton, of New York, for curing his daugh- 
ter. The gratified father handed the emi- 
nent specialist securities which bad a par 
value of $50,000, but were worth !*S7,000 
in the open market. 

Dr. Galczowsky, of Paris, was paid 
$25,000 for curing the second sou of the 
late Shah of Persia of an affection of the 
eye, while Sir Morell Mackenzie, the 
famous specialist, earned .fOO.OOO for his 
services to the father of the Emperor of 
Germany. 

It is said that Dr. Mackenzie refused 
a still larger sum to come to the United 
States to operate upon a Milwaukee 
millionaire. Once he received $5,000 for 
simply crossing the English channel and 
examining a merchant prince who had 
fallen ill at ( 'mines. 

Dr. Anderson Critchett, a famous 
London specialist, refused an offer of 
$35,000 and expenses lo journey to India 
for an operation upon a native potentate. 

For two years a case of international 
litigation has been on in the French 
courts, nnd has been discussed by lay 
and professional circles the world "over. 
This is the soil of Air. George Crocker, 
of San Francisco and Newport, against 
the celebrated Professor Doyen, of Paris. 

In September, UlfM, Mr. Crocker be- 
gan suit in Paris to recover $20,000, the 
fee which he paid Professor Doyen for 
attending his wife, who had died shortly 
before of cancer. It seems fjiat the phy- 
sician's treatment consisted of an injec- 
tion of n secret scrum, niuf Mr. Crocker 
claimed that his wife grew steadily 
worse. 

The point in the case (hat attracted 
attention, however, was the assertion 
that Professor Doyen demanded his fee 
of $20,000 in advance, This was severe- 
ly criticized on'hoth sides the Atlantic as 
being unprofessional and unethical. 

English doctors rarely make exor- 
bitant charges for going long distances 
to see their patients. Five dollars u mile, 
with the ordinary fee at tho end of the 
journey, is supposed to lie a fair de- 
mand. 

Parisian surgeons, however, dislike lo 
leave their city, and charge heavily for 
doing so. An American woman, who bc- 
enme suddenly ill nt Cherbourg nn<I was 
visited twice a week by a Paris Surgeon', 
was severely shocked lo receive a bill for 
$20,000. 

After (he death of Marshal Field, the 
Chicago merchant prince, his principal 
physician, Dr. Frank Hillings, filed in 
(he Probate court n sworn claim for $25, : 
000. The bill was for seven days profes- 
sional attendance on Mr. Field in his last 
illness in New York City. 

This is regarded ns one of the largest 
charges ever made by a physician in this 
country for the same length of time, 
especially as it was for services thai did 
not involve a surgical operation. 

Dr. S. Weir Mitchell, of Philadelphia, 
is said to have received $15,000 as his 
fee from one patient, and the late Dr. 
William Pepper, it is understood, charg- 
ed Roberl Simpson .$1,500 for an inspec- 
tion lasting about a minute. 

iWealthy women have been known (o 
exercise remarkable liberality in feeing 
their physicians. It is suid that Mrs. A. 
T. Stewart, widow of'Xew York's fa- 
mous dry goods merchant, distributed 
$32,000 a year among her three medical 
attendants. 

■Cases of dentists receiving large fees 
are not numerous so fur as known. When 
Dr. W. M. Dniley; of New York, charg- 
ed Prince Louis of Battenberg $1,000 for 
lilling four teeth n year ngo, the echoes 
of the unusual bill flew around the 
world. ■ ■

Inspector of Live Stock Tells 
. Prosperous Conditions on 
the Mainland

• Dr. S. F. Tolmie. provincial govern- 
ment inspector of live stock, has re- 
turned after a month's tour of the in- 
terior of British Columbia. He started 
out by acting as judge at Uhc New 
Westminster and Armstrong exhibitions. 
At Vernon he organized a class for the 
purpose of instructing the ranchers of 
that vicinity upon the line points of 
cattle and horses. While there, Prof. 
Lake, of Corvalis, Ore., delivered an in- 
teresting address under the auspices of 
the Farmers' Institute of the district 
upon fruit culture. 

At Grand Prairie, Dr. Tolmie again 
acted as a judge of live stock. He then 
passed through the lower Nicola and 
Kootcnny inaugurating classes for the 
study of live stock in different sections. 
During this trip he was accompanied by 
J. B. McKilligan, of the seed depart- 
ment, Ottawa. The latter delivered a 
series of addresses upon agricultural 
and horticultural topics. 

Dr. Tolmie concluded bis journey by 
making a lour of the Chilliwack district. 
With him was F. M. Logan. They or- 
ganized and presided over classes of the 
same character as those above mentioned 
at Ladner's Landing and at- Eden in the 
Delta country. 

This is the first year, tbe doctor says, 
in which a systematic attempt has been 
made to diffuse scientific knowledge of 
live stock nnd agriculture among resi- 
dences of the interior sections of Brit- 
ish Columbia. Everywhere the move 
has been enthusiastically supported. None 
of the classes were failures because 'of 
the lack of students. In some places 
prizes were offered those milking the 
best scores in judging stock after hav- 
ing attended the series of lectures. 

Dr. Tolmie states that prosperity pre- 
vails throughout the province. While in 
tin; Oknnagun he witnessed the gather- 
ing of the last of the fruit crop. As 
good prices were being received, all the 
ranchers were in a happy frame of mind. 
The first mils of the branch railway 
from Silence's bridge to Nicola wen? 
being laid while he was there and the 
residents were looking forward to better 
things when (he line was ready for 
operation. It would open up the coal 
mining licit and be u boom lo the 
farmers who heretofore have felt the 
necessity for transportation facilities.

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| Seeks a Diamond Island 1 



i London Daily Mull. 

One of the most extraordinary; cxpeili- 
tions that over set out left Cardiff, 
Wales, about ten days ago bound for a 
mysterious island, where diamonds are 
said to be almost as plentiful as peb- 
bles. 

Where this wonderful island is situ- 
ated has not been divulged by the ad- 
venturers, who hi explanation sny very 
"wisely that their ship is not very speedy 
and that a rival expedition might even 
leave subsequent to their clearance 
and yet arrive at the treasure island be- 
fore them. 

In this cunnection it is interesting to 
note that another mysterious expedition 
left Cardiff in advance of the diamond 
seekers. The articles signed by the 
crew of tlii! expedition contained this 
very puzzling clause: 

"From London to St. Helena, via Car- 
diff, and to any port or places within 
t'lie limits of (10 north latitude and 40 
south latitude." 

Consequently it has been suspected 
that the diamond syndicate already hps 
a rival in the iield, and if that rival's 
information be correct the original ad- 
venturers will Bud themselves supplant- 
ed. What that means can easily be in- 
terpreted by what happened to the Earl 
(Fitzwilliam treasure hunt in Cocos Isl- 
and, ott tlio iNacarnguuu coast, about 
two years ago. Then there was some 
fighting, not quite so bloodthirsty as in 
the ancient days of the buccaneers, but 
sufficiently businesslike to send a large 
part of the carl's expedition to a hospi- 
tal. 

Two Expeditions Start. 

There are, then, two secret expedi- 
tions on the seas. One frankly directed 
toward an island where diamonds have 
been found in abundance, the other os- 
tensibly after some "buried treasure," 
■which is located somewhere between 
100 degrees of latitude. Both expedi- 
tions are to make a visit to St. Helena, 
which, as is well known, owing to the 
manner in which Napoleon popularized 
the name, is in the South Atlantic. 

As it had been hinted that Cocos Isl- 
and might be the destination of the ex- 
pedition, it is well to recall the fact that 
there are in the world two islands of 
that name, and both of them famous 
for their treasure. The Cocos island in 
the Indian ocean is valued for its nat- 
ural treasures, and the Cocos Island off 
the coast of Nicaragua for its probably 
buried hoard of Spanish gold. The for- 
mer of these isles is now in the pos- 
session of its discove. er, consequently it 
is difficult to conceive of it being the 
destination of cither expedition. So far 
as the other is concerned, the lesson 
learned by Lord Fitzwilliam should be 
considered exemplary. T'he reception 
extended him and his band of adventur- 
ers was calculated to deter others from 
wandering in upon these preserves. 
Therefore, the only object of the ex- 
peditions which is apparent is the dia- 
mond island. 

The story of this mysterious treasure 
or, riylher, so much of it as has yet 
leaked out, is as' wonderful as .the en- 
tertaining fiction of Stevenson, In some 
respects; at the beginning, for instance, 
it parallels "Treasure Island." There' is 
a tule of the sailor who had been upon 
the island, picked up a few pretty peb- 
bles, which were found to be diamonds 
cuarted tlie position ot the treasure, 
made a rough map, which he gave to a 
seafaring friend just before his death. 
There is a familiar atmosphere about 
the whole tnle. 

It may be asserted that the story of 
the vast wealth upon this mysterious 
isle is thoroughly believed in. A com 
pany has been formed in England lo ex 
ploit the treasure islet. It has a capi 
tal, paid In, of $125,000, and its mem 
bcrs include one prince, twenty peers, 
eight judges and several famous authors. 
The latter will at least obtain experi- 
ence useful to them in supplying a plot 
of incident for forthcoming works. 

The company is called the Collis Dia- 
mond Syndicate, formed "to acquire the 
plans and charts of a most valuable dia- 
maud mine reported to exist off the 
coast of Africa, with the object of 'locat- 
ing and securing the property and all 
rights connected therewith." The man- 
ager is E. Kcnyon-Collis and the direc- 
tors of the company are Sir Alexander 
Muir Mackenzie, Bart., K. (1. Burne, 
32sq., Captain A. L. Hughes-Hughes, K. 
N., Captain Frederick G. Jackson, of 
Jackspn-Harmsworth polar expedition 
fame, A. Laudsberg, Esq., and A. B. 
Lnrkins, Es<j. 

Only half a dozen members of Hie 
syndicate, it is said, know the location 
of .this land of wealth and mystery. 
"There is nothing mysterious about it," 
•Mr. Collis recently explained, "and the 
only thing which naturally we kt?Bp se- 
cret from the general public is the name 
and location of the island. The story of 
how we came to know of its existence is 
very simple. A certain Captain K. 
Jones was master of a Welsh collier 
sailing between Cardiff and Capetown. 
Among his crew was one Dick Powell, 
an ordinary A. 15. (he is now deadl, who 
was in possession of a collection of gar- 
nets- and other stones.' 

Those happened to come to the notice 
of Captain Jones, who submitted them 
to an expert: the export discovered that 
among the stones were several fine dia- 
monds. Dick Powell then told "Captain 
Jones about an island off the African 
coast where the diamonds had come 
from. It is not known how Powell got 
to the island; very possibly lie may have 
had the story from a native who gave 
him the stones. Anyhow, on Powell's 
information, Captain Jones threw up his 
berth as master and consulted his friend 
■William Griffith, of Aberysawith, a dia- 
mond expert and late manager and con- 
sulting engineer to De Beers syndicate, 
and announced that ho was about to lo- 
cate tho diamond island. 

Sailor Locates Island, 
s "Mr. Griffith briefly instructed Jones 
how to wash the soil for diamonds in a 
primitive way, and Jones shortly after- 
Ward sailed with a black crew." 

HoW'lic fared is disclosed in the sworn 
declaration of .Mr. Griffith, who says 
that in November, 1807, he again met 
Captain Jones in Cape Town. The cap- 
tain said ho had located the island and 
had discovered some stones. Mr. Grif- 
fith, who is a diamond expert, valued (he 
gems at between $50,000 and $75,000. 
He formed tho opinion that they were 
from an unknown mine, as the crystnliz- 
atioil was entirely different from the 
stones obtained from tCtmberloy, De I 
Beers, and other mines. 

When Captain Jones lauded tin Cape 
Town upon his return from tho island he 1 
was ill. gradually got; worse, ami died 
ten or fourteen days afterward, Before 
his death he gave all his properly to Mr. 
Williams, a chemist, with whom lie was 
staying, and gave Mr. Griffith a chart or 



map which ho said would enable him to 
locate the island. 

Mr. Griffith went to Tasmania and 
came back to '8011111 Africa, where the 
war prevented him from doing anything 
in the matter. Afterwards he was com- 
missioned to report on coal fields in 
China and then he went to Mexico tinil 
Nova Scotia, and from there ho returned 
to London and the syndicate was form- 
ed. 

Mr. Collis says that, to the best of his 
belief, the island is uninhabited; it is 
marked on the admiralty charts and it 
is seventy miles from the mainland, 

"Tho whole business has been sifted 
to the bottom," said Captain Teniperley 
Grey, R.M., who commands the treasure 
ship Xema, on which the expedition 
.sailed. "The ' chart is at present depos- 
ited at Lloyd's, Bank in London, -lilie 
island has been located and the directors 
of the. present syndicate are convinced 
that there is. a, grea^deal in the scheme. 
The present"' ■•'expedition has been sug- 
gested by Sir; Grim th himself. The 
Noma belongs to Earl Fitzwilliam, but: 
is registered- in tho name of his agent, 
B. PJ Brook, of County YVicklow. Mr. 
'Griffith is at present in Africa, taking 
out mining concessions in the names of 

I the officers of the ship, with powers of 

I attorney, 

; "After calling' at Tonoriffe we intend 
picking him up at St. Helena. Mr. ,)hck- 
son, of the Harnisworth-Jnckson Polar 
expedition, joins the- expedition as a 
representative of the directors. The ex- 
pedition will' cost $75,000." 

Vessel Named Xema. 

Mr. Griffith, according to his agree- 
ment with 10. Kenyon Collis, of London, 
has promised to proceed on the .Xema 
"to Cape Town or elsewhere as the 
board may require," and that he is to 
continue his search for the island with 
the diamond mine for six mouths." 

This, suggests a certain want of faith 
in the charts, but Mr. Griffith will he 
handsomely rewarded if he finds, the 
island and the diamonds, for he is to 
take 4,000 fully paid ordinary shares 
and 5,000 deferred shares, besides being 
created consulting engineer at ?10,000 
per annum to the syndicate. 

Earl Fitzwilliam has nothing to do 
withitlie present expedition. The Xema 
is simply chartered by the Collis Dia- 
mond Syndicate. It carries a large 
quantity of mining machinery, washing 
gear, sun condensers, gelignite and de- 
tonators, sections of wooden huts, mili- 
tary tents, friction hoists and a quan- 
tity of timber for shafting purposes. A 
condensing plant to pump up sea water 
for diamond washing is to he taken out, 
for it is understood that there is no wat- 
er on the island. Ample quantities of 
provisions, live cattle and rifles, revolv- 
ers and ammunition are on hand. 

The rival expedition, if it is really in 
search of the new land of diamonds, is 
aboard the ketch Catharine; Ostensibly, 
the Catharine, of which William H. 
Small of Liverpool is owner and master 
and one of the chief promoters of the 
syndicate which ir»;!udes Lord ' Fitzwil- 
liam,.. is- lo i find treasure* buried. by La- 
trobe, an infamous French pirate. This 
buried horde is said Co be valued at 
about $0,000,000 and the inevitable "old 
sailor on his deathbed" divulged tho 
secret twenty-five years agio. Now some 
worthy treasure-seekers have incorporat- 
ed tub secret and sold the shares to per- 
sons who fancy that delightfully roman- 
tic way of adding to their bank account. 
Treasure Quests Frequent. 

Those expeditions recall to mind many 
others of a similar nature thnt have set 
out from England or have been financed 
largely by Englishmen. The impoverish- 
ed condition of many of the members of 
the British nobility and their well-known 
aversion to work has made the search 
for some other man's lost accumulations 
or discarded stealings a tempting lure 
to many. The most notably have had 
to do with Cocos island in the Pacific 
ocean, on which it is supposed is buried 
treasure to the value of $00,000,000, left 
there by the buccaneers of the Spanish 
main, mutineers and the ill-fated crew of 
a British man-of-war. 

All the elements of tragedy and ro- 
mance can be found with sickening plen- 
titudo in its story. For characters the 
first actors in the drama are the cut- 
throats of a bygone age, picturesque de- 
spoilers of the deep, surrounded by the 
halo of ronialice; long, low-hulled ves- 
sels flying the skull and cross-bones; 
peaceful merchantmen loaded with rich 
silks, bullion, jewels and costly wines 
and carrying as passengers wealthy 
traders and their wives ami families. 
The last actors are those who, attract- 
ed by the tale of its great treasures, 
have spent weary years so far in vain 
search. 

Cocos island is a lonely place in the 
Pacific. -100 miles from any other island 
and ISO miles from the shores of South 
America. It is a bleak, uninviting spot, 
containing about twelve square miles, 
The most important incidents of its his- 
tory are as follows: 

Tale of the Mary Dior. 

In IS;!.") tin? English harkentino Mary 
Dier, sailed from Bristol to Valparaiso, 
and after discharging cargo proceeded up 
the coast to Peru'in search of cargo for 
the return voyage and anchored off the 
fort a few miles above Callao. At. that 
time war was in progress between Chile 
and Peru and the besieging army of 
Chile was closing in about the fort. In 
the fort were gathered for safe keeping 
treasures of the government and many 
private individuals. FcaritiK Mint the 
place would he captured the Peruvian 
government sought the protection of a 
neutral vessel and importuned the cap- 
tain of the Mary Dier for a considerable 
tion to take the treasure on his ship for 
hiding. This he did and the result can 
best be given in the words of Thompson, 
tho mate. of the Mary Dior, one of the 
two men of the ship who escaped death 
for their act of piracy: 

"After the treasure," ho said, was on 
board the Mary Dior, we were tempted 
by the glittering millions and formed 
the design of running away with the 
precious freight. The cables were cut 
and the sales were spread and the little 
craft stood out to sea. As soon as tho 
Peruvians had made certain that we had 
taken flight I hey immedin I ely gave 
chase; but our vessel was a swift one 
and soon left the pursuers far behind. 
We were now in undisputed possession 
of the treasure, with no fear of capture. 
In the hold of our little craft was wealth 
sufficient to supply us all with prince- 
ly opulence. But how was it to bo dis- 
posed of? After many plans had been 
proposed and rejected wo decided to 
bury it on Cocos island. Eleven boat 
loads were one after another conveyed 
to tho beach and buried there. I do not 
know the exnet amount of money, but it 



was said to be many millions; some of 
it in boxes and some of it in hides. 

"After leaving the island we encount- 
ered a heavy storm, hud our sails car- 
ried away and were driven by the wind 
to the coast of Peru, where we wero 
captured, taken to Callao and sentenced 
to be shot. That sentence was carried 
into effect against eight of us, hut I 
and two more wero placed on board of 
11 government ship and promised that if 
we would show where tho treasure was 
Concealed we would be pardoned. In 
hope that some chance of escape would 
offer we told them that the money was 
buried on the Gallipnfos islands, and 
the ship was immediately started in that 
direction. On her way, for some cause 
that: I never knew, we put into tho Bay 
of Panama, and while there the captain 
and nearly all of the crew were taken 
sick with fever. One of my companions 
died, as well as several of the crew and 
some of the officers of the vessel. Now, 
one dark night a whaling vessel that 
had been lying alongside weighed her 
anchor and put to sea, Just, as he was 
(.'oing I and my companion slipped down 
the side of the man-of-war and swam 
to the whaler. He was glad lo get us, 
for he had lost some of his men with 
fever at Panama. We were on board of 
this whaler several years. When she 
came to San Francisco we left her and 
wont to the mines. My companion died 
in Napa. His name was Charles Stew- 
art." 

Tho above is quoted from a written 
confession given by John Keaton, of St. 
John's, Newfoundland, and is believed to 
he absolutely true, for which the descrip- 
tion of the place of deposit given to him 
by Thompson, Keatou subsequently 
wont lo Cocos island and found the im- 
mense treasure as represented. 

Thompson, however, being under sen- 
tence as a pirate, did not divulge his in- 
formation of the treasure for some 
years. He again shipped from Sun" 
Francisco as a seaman. In tho course 
of his travels he sought employment 
iqion a ship at Jamaica of which John 
■Keaton was the ship's carpenter. The 
captain of the ship did not like Thomp- 
son's appearance, and was going to re- 
ject him. Keaton had taken a fancy to 
the ox-pirate and persuaded the captain 
to take him. A strong friendship sprung 
up between Thompson and Keaton with 



the result that Thompson told Kenton 
his story. When .the ship reached Lon- 
don with a cargo of sugar from Jamaica, 
Thompson died at a hospital in I^oudon 
— nine years after the deposit of the 
treasure' on Cocos island by the Mary 
'Dier. 

Keaton subsqnently returned to New- 
foundland with his secret uudivulged. 
Ho succeeded iii having the brig Edge- 
colm fitted out from St. John's, Nild., to 
go in search of the treasure. Tho object 
of the voyage was kept from the crew. 
They managed to get wind of it through 
the ten-year-old son of Captain Bogne,' 
the master of the vessel, who was ac- 
companying his father on the trip, muti- 
nied, claiming if there was any treasure 
they wanted a portion of it. Nothing 
came of the expedition. 

The Noma, from Cardiff, and bound 
for "Diamond Island," arrived at Cape- 
town on Monday, says the London Daily 
Mail of recent date. 

Captain Tompleion Grey, the Noma's 
commander, then learned of the (.'ape 
government's proclamation prohibiting 
the landing of unauthorized persons on 
the Guano Islands, one of which is sup- 
posed to be the Noma's destination. 

A valuable trade in guano is carried 
on between the Cape and the islands, 
and it is believed that the authorities 
have taken this action in order to pre- 
vent any interference with the birds on 
tlie islands. 

Our Capetown correspondent on 
Thursday, however, telegraphed that 
permission had been given for the ex- 
plorers lo land on the Guano Islands, 
but digging is forbidden. 

In an interview with nn "Over-Seas" 
representative at his residence 011 Mon- 
day. Mr. Arthur H. Lnrkins, a director 
of Tho Collis Diamond Syndicate, who 
owns the Xema, said: "It is true thai 
British cruisers prevented the landing of 
our expedition. On what ground 1 am 
unable lo state." 

A deputation from the Collis Diamond 
Syndicate hail an interview on Thurs- 
day morning with Dr. Jameson, Premier 
of (.'ape Colony, now in London. 

'Mr. Kenyon Collis, the general man- 
ager of the syndicate, said subsequently 
to an "Over-Seas" representative: "The 
interview with Dr. Jameson was highly 
satisfactory to us,"

Unfortunately jusl when the controversy 
was al its height, and those iu tho 
know wore thoroughly enjoying il, a rl- 
vi>' paper gol wind, of the hoax through 
another man in the college, and exposed 
ihe whole working of Ihe thing, so thai 
(lie affair ended abruptly. I believe that 
the man who gave the show away did 
get "ragged". 

For sonic unknown reason, Ihe peo- 
ple who live in the town of Oxford are 
the special bole noire of the under- 
graduate, lie designates tlicm con- 
temptuously as townees, and there is no 
greater insult which you can pay an un- 
dergraduate than to take him for a 
townee. In former times conflicts were 
frequent between the townees and the 
Students, but Ihese towns nnd gown 
rows occur rarely now; the last one, 1 
think, took place on the night peace 
was declared after (ho Boor war, but 
(hat was before 1 went up to Oxford, 
and so I did not see nuythlng of it. A 
special delight is naturally taken in get- 
ting a rise out of local dignitaries. About 
the best "rag" of this kind which was 
ever brought oft occurred at Cambridge, 
the sister university, though several of 
the men who worked it were from ux- 
ford.

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I CEMENT A MOST 
§ VALUABLE ASSET 

Almost everything can be done with 
commit, and witli incredible swiftness 
and cheapness. The now process — the 
mixing of cement, sand and gravel with 
cinders or broken stone, flooded with wa- 
ter from a hose — is being Used in build- 
ing, houses, raising giant hotels, building 
the piers ami bridges for railroads, erect- 
ing burns, laying sidewalks, fixing gird- 
ers or fashioning chimney caps. 

Probably the best instance of work- 
ing against time with cement is shown in 
the experience of an Atlantic City hotel 
company. They wanted a structure 100 
feet long, 125 feet wide, and 104 feet 
high. It was to be elaborate, nnd to 
have capacity for accommodating 1,200 
guests. Bids were asked for a stool build- 
ing, and not only were the prices high, 
but the delay in getting the girders and 
other structural parts mode it a certain- 
ty that a couple of years must pass be- 
fore the new hotel could be ready for 
guests. 

In this predicament, the proprietors 
had recourse to the new process of rein- 
forced cement. The work progressed 
with gratifying celerity. In eight months 
and ihreo days, wit bout the loss of a life 
the new hotel was 'completed. It is a 
work of genuine architectural beauty, the 
pride of the ('ity-b.v-the-Sea, and as 
great an export Thomas Alva Edison, af- 
ter going over the entire structure from 
cellar to the .Moorish dome, said that it 
wus the lirst perfect building he had ever 
seen, and that it was built of a material 
destined to be the great staple of the 
future. 

The concrete building solves Ihe 
question of fire insurance. Tho under- 
writers who examined Atlantic City's 
new model hotel were all so well pleased 
that they made a price of ;5 per cent, 
lower than that demanded for other 
hotels of the same class. 

i.V cement bouse does away with all 
need of plaster and bulling. Paper can 
be put right over the walls, or if prefer- 
red they can be frescoed or otherwise de- 
corated. Building such a house does not 
require much expert labor. The army of 
metal workers, bricklayers, carpenters 
and other artisans required in wood or 
steel construction is almost completely 
dune away with in a cement building. All 
that is needed is an expert lo superin- 
tend the mixing of the cement, and a 
carpenter mid staff to construct the 
molds or framework into which the soft 
concrete is poured. 

Once a cement house is finished, the 
work is done, and done to stay, accord- 
ing to all natural laws. In a century the 
building ought to be in as good shape as 
over. There is nothing to rot or fall into 
need of repairs. Tin- building does not 
have to be painted yearly as in tin? case 
of wood, or gone over for nisi as in file 
case of Nteel. 

Building by concrete does away with 
many of the city's noises. The terrific 
pounding on steel girders that marks the 
erection of a metal building is entirely 
absent when concrete is used. In fact, 
one apartment of a hotel has been occu- 
pied, with complete absence of any dis- 
comfort to the guests, while new walls of 
concrete wore being put up only a few 
feet away. 

The big roads are all adopting the 
cement bridge. 1 1 is eheapors, more 
enduring, more quickly erected, and il 
releases the builders from slavery to 
the steel mills. 

The tremendous hooin in cement 
building is shown by the difference in 
the output of cement now and eight 
years ago. In 185)7 this country pro- 
duced about a million and a half bar- 
rels. Last year this had grown lo 
twenty-six and a half millions, and 
the total for 1900 will exceed even I his 
grout amount. Fortunately the supply 
is virtually unlimited. The Lehigh Valley 
region in Pennsylvania alone can turn 
out 20,000,000 barrels a year indefinitely. 

The great Pennsylvania cement belt 
extends from Pogelsvlllc, Lower Ma- 
oiingle, lo the Lehigh Valley river at 
Caplay. II runs in a northeasterly direc- 
tion, and is Ihe same bell i lm t laicr 
crops up in New Jersey, One company 
alone employs an uriny of some 21,000 
men in connection with Ihe manufacture 
of its cement. There an' live prominent 
companies, and their investment is con- 
stantly being increased, for the demand 
for cement has forced them to ereel now 
mills, and to install new machinery, 
whose value combined would run into tho 
millions. 

As iu blast furnaces Ihe chemist is 
the most important factor, so in the 
manufacture of Portland cement ihe 
chemists employed in Ihese mills repre- 
sent ihe topnotchcrs in their profession, 
Portland cement is simply a combination 
of argillaceous limestone with the nttO 
tiral cement rock, bin io secure the ne- 
cessary high tensile strength, ground lo 
the utmost firmness witli uniformity of 
color (thus assuring thai nil construc- 
tion work will improve in strength by 
age and stand forever, if so requlredl, 
demands analytical skill of the highest 
order. 

There is much of the romantic in the 
discovery and development of the 
foment region in this country ns well as 
Northampton^ Farmers who for years 
had succeeded in making only a bare 




living from the stubborn soil suddenly 
found themselves rich beyond the wild- 
est figures of their imagination. 

Barren rocky soil' on which the enr- 
rot, tho goldenrod ami the Canada 
thistle were always the most bounte- 
ous harvests, and where the tiller of 
soil often cursed the rock which 
was yet to prove his fortune, sold for 
hundreds of dollars per acre. 

The average price for good cement 
rock is about JfliOO an acre," but the soil 
that has limestone in it is virtually 
almost worth any money. Once the 
rock is taken out of- tho enrth, every- 
thing in ihe manufacture of cement is 
done automatically. Machinery carries 
it to the roasters; from tho roasters it 
is carried to tho crushers: from the 
crushers it goes to the stoekhouse; and 
from there to the sacks or barrels, 
without having been touched by the 
workmen, — Hamilton Spectator.
